TWENTY ARE DEAD 


A Small Exeutston Steamer 
Capsizes at Peoria. 


DROWNED IN THE CABIN. 


Sad Scenes, Narrow Escapes, and 
Heroic Rescues, 


FATE OF MANY SMALL BOATS. 


The Lake Cotered with Them Before 
the Storm, 


ANXIOUS CROWDS ON THE SHORE. 


Front, III., July 12.—[Special.]—The 
waves of the IIlinois River now roll over the 
forms of a score of people, who, only two 
hours ago, were enjoying themselves to the 
fullest extent. The evening was one of the 
prettiest ever seen, and the river and lake were 
fairly alive with boats of every description. 
At 10 o'clock a cyclone swept over the city, 
leaving death and destruction in its wake. The 
most serious and appalling disaster of the 
night was caused by the capsizing of the 
pleasure steamer Frankie Folsom at the foot 
of Caroline street.

Among those on the bank were the relatives 
and friends of many who were battling for 
life in the water.

the Oars were lost, and they could not be 
guided by the willing would-be rescuers. 
Scenes on the Little Vessel. 

Just before the storm struck the vessel, 
the approaching danger caused con- 
siderable Alarm among the pas- 
sengers. They crowded the decks 
and anxiously awaited the coming of 
the cyclone. As the boat canted they were 
thrown together, many striking the water be- 
fore it was fully capsized. 

As the volume of water rushed into the 
cabins frantic efforts were made to escape. 


One man clambered through a window only 
to land in the lake outside. 


Furnityre was 
shifted about, and a Lumber were injured 
by it, so that they were unable to 
make any efforts at escape. 

Mr. Satton, one of the survivors, dragged 
the bodies of two young girls out of the 
cabin as he clung to the rail. He 
placed them over the rail, when 
he found they were dead, and 
although in imminent danger himself kept 
them there until all were removed by the 
rescuers. He was nearly exhausted when the 
boats reached him. 

Recovering the Bodies. 


The storm abated somewhat as the morning 
caine on and the rescuing parties were able to 
get to the overturned huil. Grappling irons 
were brought ana the bodies of those in the 
cabin were taken out as rapidly as it was 
possible for the men gathered about the craft 
to work. Eight had been recovered at 2:30 
o’clock and taken to the morgue. 

Of these five were those of women. Ali had 
fled to the high side of the craft as it careened 
and their faces were badly burned. Two could 
be recognized, but so far the other remain un- 
known, as the flesh fell from their faces and 
the features are indistinguishable. 


FORA CLOSE SUN Dax. 


MANY SENATORS WILL NOT VOTE 
FOR A SEVEN DAYS’ FAIK, 


The Proposed Action Is to Couple the Clos- 
ing Clause with the Aid Proposition So 
That Friends of the Fair Will Have to 
Make a Choice—Trend of the Debate in 
the Senate—The Work of Preparing 
Dies for the Souvenir Coins—Exhibits of 
Denmark and Sweden. ; 

Wasuineton, D. C., July 12.—[Special. ]— 
There seems no escape from Sunday closing 
kor the World's Fair. The signs are that a 
clear majority of the Senators favor it and 
will so record their votes“ Chairman Allison 
this afternoon made an arrangement by which 
debate on the’ Columbian Exposition pro- 
visions in the Sundry Civil bill should 
be limited to the five-minute rule and 
this insures a vote tomorrow. The members 
of the National Commission and the repre- 
sentatives of the local directory who are here 
were advised tonight that there was little 
probability of limiting the Sunday closing to 
the governinent exhibit. Members of the 
House Appropriations committee gave their 
opinion that if this provision were not put on 
in the Senate it would be inserted in the House 
by a two-thirds yote. 

Chairman Allison had been hopeful that a 
compromise might be reached and the matter 
left te the National Commission to determine 
what is best. But Hawley, Pettigrew, Col- 
quitt. and the other supporters of Sunday 
closing have been aggressive and will hear to 
no such arrangement. They propose to put 
in an ironclad prohibition of Sunday open- 
ing, and this is what will be 
voted on tomorrow. It is likely to pass 
by a majority of 10 or 12. If they 
do not want government aid coupled with 
Sunday closing the friends of the Fair 
will be vonfronted with the necessity 
of beating the whole provisi6n Their 
course, however, will probably be to have it 
passed and go into conference, though there 
will be no possibility of getting the conferroes 
to strike out the obnoxious amendment. In- 
asmuch as there is no certainty that the gov- 
ment aid amendment will be accepted 
by the House, which has in many ways 
shown its unfriendliness to the 
Fair, the point is made, however, 
that if the Sunday closing amendment is in- 
cluded in the souvenir coin provision it will 
enable the Senate conferrees to hold out in- 
definitely and secure the adoption of all the 
new provisions made by the Senate.

For a Comprehensive Dutch Exhibit. 

‘** Meantime there has been prepared a com- 
prehensive and novel plan for making a col- 
lective exhibit of the progress and industries 
of the Netherlands, ineluding a characteristic 
Dutch canal, together with specimens of 
Dutch architecture of different periods. Den- 
mark’s hearty interest in the Exposition is 
attested by the fact that the government was 
one of the very first to acsept the invitation of 
the President of the United States to partici- 
pate aud send Commissioners, voting an appro- 
priation of $62,500. 

From an earliest indifference there has 
come to be now a positive enthusiasm in 
Sweden, articles being printed in the news- 
papers from time to time calculated to 
awaken popular enthusiasm.

headquarters for the National Republican 
committee will be established in Chicago. 
The details will be arranged at a meeting of 
the full committee in New York next Satur- 
day. As far as can now be ascertained Johu 
R. Tanner, the Subtreasurer at this point, 
will be given charge of the Chicago branch, 
and no better man could be selected for the 
place. Mr. Tanner was placed on the Execu- 
tive committee at the request of the President 
and his chief Lieutenant, Gen. Michener of 
Indiana, and this was done with a purpose in 
view, that purpose being the establishment of 
branch headquarters in Chicago. 

It is well known that the Democrats will 
make a determined effert to carry not only 
this State and Indiana but Wisconsin also, 
and it is deemed both prudent and expedient 
that their efforts shall be promptly and ef- 
fectively met on the ground of their own 
choosing. The national headqparters will be 
in New York, too far away from the base of 
operations in the West, The representatives 
of the Western States could not spare the 
time to attend the full meetings in New York, 
more of their time would be spent in journey- 
ing to and from the metropolis than in the 
work of the campaign, which counts. On the 
other hand, with the headquarters in Chicago, 
the representative Republicans of the Western 
States can drop in one day, make known their 
wants, and return to their homes the next day. 
The branch headquarters will codéperate with 
the committees of the vario surrounding 
States in their efforts and assist them in every 
way.

Caught in the Cabin. 
It is known that there are over a dozen in 
the cabin of the ill-fated steamer. When the 
boat careened over every one rushed to the 
- sinking side to escape the steam, and many of 
them were washed overboard. 
One man who has just been brought off 
says he saw several women fastened down 
under the wreck and they were cooked to 
death by the steam. Every time the boat 
reened some of the poor unfortunates 
clinging to the rails would release their hold 
and disappear in the waves. Some persons 
who were out in small boats and managed to 
reach the shore say they saw several bodieg 
floating on the water. 
Some thrilling stories are told by the men 
who have been brought off the boat. Samuel 
Sutton missed his wife when the cyclone 
struck the boat and he heard her calling for 
him as the cabin filled with water. He dived 
into the hole to what seemed certain death and 
managed to bring her to the surface. For an 
hour they clung to the rail and were both 
saved. William Hart also went into the cabin 
and brought up the unconscious form of his 
wife. It is thought she will die. 
Several Bodies Seen Floating. 
The storm is still so terrific that a small 
boat cannot live in the water and no search 
can be made at this hour. There are eighteen 
dead in the Folsom according to the count 
just made, Only about one-half of these 
will be found in the cabin of the boat, for tlie 
others were swept off the rail into the river. 
. Two 

through the lower bridge nearly two miles 
from the scene of the disaster. Whether 
these are from the Folsom or the bodies of 
persons from overturned boats cannot be stat- 
ed. It is thougnt they are the latter. 

There is.a large number of carriages at the 
upper wreck, and as tast as a party is brought 
ashore they are put in carriages and hurried 
away to where they can be clothed. Every 
one in the vicinity has thrown the houses 
open and the work of rescue is going rapidly 
on. The cries of those on the sinking hulk of 
the steamer are growing weaker every min- 
ute, and those brought ‘ashore say there are 
some whose strength will not last them until 
they can be taken off. 

Many Small Boats Out. 


When the storm struck the lake and river 
the water was covered with small row boats 
loaded with merrymakers. The fury of the 
gale iashed the water into foam, and the 
frail shells bobbed up and down in the heavy 
sea like corks. Most of the boatmen were 
inexperienced, -and as soon as the gale 
burst upon them they lost control of the boats, 
which were driven along before the wind. 
Many of the boats filled with water and were 
swamped, their occupants having to take to 
the water and swim for the shore. Some of 
the boats were overturned) The women and 
children were the greatest sufferers. People 
who were on the shore rescued many of these 
from watery graves. It is believed that not a 

few have perished. 
| Anxious Crowds on Shore. 

Wen the cyclone had passed the people, 
seeming to realize that help would be needed 
at the lake, rushed to the shore. The banks. 
Were soon lined with men, women, and chil- 
dren. There they stood watchmg the efforts 
n those on the water to reach land. but utterly 
unable to do a thing to assist save 
dase their voices in encouraging cries.

Their cries of distress were 
heard from the shore, and in spite of the 
heavy wind a number of skiffs went to their 
assistence, and gradually they were brought 
to shore.. Quickly they were taken to resi- 
dences where dry clothes could be secured, 
and in this way,jt was impossible to get any 
of their names. 

Uatil the list of missing comes fnoin Pekin 
the exact number ofdeaths cannot be told. 
The persons drowned were nearly allin the 
cabin. When the boat tipped over there was 
no escape for them... Every one perished. A 
window was smashed in and one woman pulled 
out. She was breathing but died in a few 
seconds. Men and women were pulled out 
half drowned, and it 1s feared some of them 
will die from excitement and exposure.

Many Persons Rushed to Peoria ta Look 


for Friends. 

Pexty, III., July 13.—When the first news 
of the accident to the Frankie Folsom was re- 
ceived here ‘the report spread rapidly 
and the people were soon gathered 
about the telegraph office and 
depot eager receive news of friends, 
The first messages told of those who had been 
saved.

PRESIDENT HARRISON AT SARATOGA. 


He Speaks to the Teachers’ Assembly—A 
Well-Attended Reception, 

Saratoaa, N. Y., July 12,—[Special, ]—Presi- 
dent Harrison reached here in the private car, 
Traveler,“ shortly after 1 o’clock this 
morning. It having been under- 
stood that he desired to remain in 
the car the balance of the night, there 
was no demonstration at the railway station. 
Early this morning a large concourse of 
people assembled in the vicinity. and at 7:30 
o’clock the President left the car and was

“It re- 
minds me of my boyhood days, when Lyman 
Beecher started the temperance agitation. 
My father had a good Baptist neighbor who 
said he was convinced that the use of liquor as 
a beverage was a sin but he delighted in it as 
a medicine.”’ 

For the National Sentiments. 

Frye didn’t enjoy having the laugh turned 
on him, but Palmer was allowed to proceed 
in peace. He was followed by Colquitt of 
Georgia, who made a speech in favor of Sun- 
day closing, criticising his party colleagues 
who had claimed that the speeches of Morgan 
and others against Sunday closing were 
„sound Democracy.“ Colquitt said he was 
glad to find that some Democratic Senators 
agreed with him. He insisted that it was 
due to the religious sentiment of the country 
that the Fair should be closed Sunday. Sena- 
tor Hiscock made another speech advising the 
Chicago people if they wanted government 
aid to defer to the demand of the churches. 
Senator Morgan replied in an earnest plea 
against the National Government interfering 
with the State of Illinois and the City of Chicago 
in whatever course they took regarding the 
number of days the Exposition should be 
opened. Pharasaism or fanaticism, he 
thought, should not be allowed to prevail. 

Senator Daniel, while in favor of Sunday 
observance, did not think the Federa] Govern- 
ment should undertake to reach out and inter- 
fere. Congress, he held, should keep its hands 
off, otherwise it might just as well enforce 
Sunday observance in ail its appropriations. 
Daniel's was one of the most effective 
speeches that has been heard in the Senate. 
Senator Hawley replied to him, and Senator 
Call made a speech against Sunday closing. 
This closed the day’s discussion, and Chair- 
man Allison then secured unanimous consent 
that debate tomorrow should proceed under 
the five-minute rule.

SMALL-POX IN BRITISH COLUMBIA.. 


The Disease Is Epidemic and American 
States Are Quarantined. 

Toronto, Ont., July 12.— Special. ]}—Small- 
pox is epidemic at Victoria, B. C. The dis- 
ease was brought there by a Canadian Pacific 
steamship. The patient was quarantined on 
arrival, but the passengers and crew were not, 
and the result is there are forty cases there, 
and no one knows how many cases are in- 
cubating all over the country. The med- 
ical health officer here says this is a 
new danger to contend with. The East- 
ern ports are protected, but little or 
no protective measures are taken on our 
Western seaboard. Small- pox, cholera, and 
leprosy constantly prevail in the countries 
with which the ships arriving on the Pacific 
coast trade, and it is of the utmost impor- 
tance that even stricter quarantine regula- 
tions should be adopted on the west coast 
than on the east. | 

The American States contiguous to the line 
have all established quarantine against the 
British Columbia people. 

Auiiancg, O., July 12.—[Special.|—A ma- 
lignant type of scarlet fever has broken out 
at the Fairmount Children’s Home, a chari- 
table institution located two miles south 
of this city, and it is feared the dis- 
ease. may become epidernic. Several 
cases have developed within the last 
two days, but as yet no deaths have 
occurred. A few days ago a gentleman and 
lady, who had been exposed to the infection, 
visited the home, and itis through this me- 
dium, it is thought, that the disease was con- 
tracted, Every precaution is being taken to 
prevent the disease from spreading.

I do not in any sense 
consider them as police, and we sincerely trust 
they may not be called upon in their military ca- 
pacity to quell any possible disturbance, the 
chances for which I trust are remote. The guard, 
as I view the situation, is at Homestead simply to 
preserve the general peace and to permit us to 
run out business to suit ourselves by introducing 
such men into our mill as we may make arrange- 
ments with. You may state we propose to take 
prompt action in the direction of running the 
mill again. ; 

In an interview today H. C. Frick, Chair- 
man of the Carnegie company, said that it 
was the intention of the firm to go @head 
péacefully and as quickly as possible in the 
conduct of their affairs. As we habe failed 
to arrive at an amicable adjustment of the 
question at issue with the Amalgamated As- 
sociation we have decided to adhere to our 
determination to have nothing more to do 
with that organization nor its officers. I 
think that the public does not 
fully understand that there are 
many among our former workmen 
at Homestead, peaceable, law-abiding, and in- 
telligent men, who are willing to return to 
work upon the terms which we have proposed. 
These men, so far ns I have been 5 to learn, 
have not participated in the unlawful demon- 
strations at Homestead, or, if any of them 
did, it was under gtress of fear from the mer 
who were agitating a spirit of lawlessness. 
We desire, and wel are assured that we will 
have, the codperafion and aid of these men in 
our efforts to erate the Homestead mills 
when they feel that they are not endangering 
their lives and thase of their families by taking 
the side of law and order.“ 

Do you expect to get your establishment 
in operation by the aid of workmen now re- 
siding at Homestead?” . 

Jo a certain extent, yes. It will be neces- 
saryjto have no doubt, to obtain a certain 


the men who. as members of the Amalga- 
mated Association, will refuse to go to work 
under our ‘new system,and who, in fact, we 
could not conscientiously take again into our 
employ.” 

** How soon do you expect to get the Home- 
stead mills in operation?“ 

Just as soon as possible. Some little time 
may elapse, but it will not be long. I believe, 
before the entire plant is in operation.“ 

The men are as firm as ever in saying that 
no non-union men shall remain in the mills. 
Some are in favor of assaulting them as soon 
as they come, but violence will not occur 
while the militia is here, if the counsel of the 
leaders is regard Their haughty and 
arrogant demeanor is gone. They mix sub- 
missively with the privates who go down to 
the city, or watch the manuevers of the 
soldiers in camp and on parade ground. 


ARREST OF LEADERS TO FOLLOW. 


Chairman Frick Will Push the Cases— 
Other Strikes May Come. 

Pirrspura, Pa., July 12.—[Special. ]—The 
Carnegie company, through its representative, 
informed Tux Trreune today that no steps 
would be taken to operate the mills for a few 
days at least. Mr. Lovejoy, the Secretary, 
said: The repairs will take some time, and 
when finished I am confident we will be able 
to have enough men to start all the denart- 
ments if we are given the protection to which 
we are entitled. 

The next movement will be the arrest of the 
leaders of the riot for conspiracy. While 
Frick is disposed to take back as many of the 
old men as he consistently can, he is going to 
push the leaders of the riot as far as the law 
goes.

HUGH O'DONNELL BADLY SNUBBED. 


Gen. Snowden Will Have No Reception 
and Tells Him He Broke the Law. 

Homestgap, Pa., July 12.—(Special. }— 
Hugh O'Donnell, the great autocrat, ruler of 
10,000 people, controller of a town, hero of 
the fight with 300 officers, and capturer of the 
most gigantic steel works in the world, has 
been compelled to bow to his master. He 
has been snubbed and lectured like a school 
boy. 

Gen. Snowden and several members of his 
staff, Sheriff McCieary, and a few visitors, oc- 
cupied chairs outside headquarters. It 
was about noon when Ollie C. Coon, J. H. 
Williams, Fred Schuchman, Thomas J. 
Crawford, John Clifford, and Hugh O' Don- 
nell, the last three members of the strikers’

We want to assure 
you that it is not the intention of the strikers 
to create trouble, and we want to deliver the 
city to your care and keeping, The men have 
been oppressed by illegal means, and we wel- 
come the coming of legal authority and ex- 
* you a hearty greeting, and assure you 

we will give you any assistance possible. 
We would also like your opinion of the action 
of the members of the Amalgamated Associa- 
tion. 

With dignity the General replied: “There 
is no cause to take advantage of your offer of 
codperation. Ido not need it. I do not rec- 
ogaize the Amalgamated Association, nor 
anything, nor any institution or body of men 
here except the citizens of the City of Home- 
steed; and if the citizens of this place desire 
to codperate with me they can best do it by 
keeping the peace. We.are here under orders 
of the Governor as an arm of the executive 
authority and representatives of the Common- 
wealth. We are here to preserve order and 
‘peace and to enforce the law. As for your 
offer of freedom of the city, Ido not peed it. 
I have the city already, shall not receive 
strikers nor members of the Amalgamated 
Association, much less treat with such. I 
only know in my official capacity citizens of 
this county. 

O'Donnell hastened to say that the speaker 
had erred in referrmg to the Amalgamated 
Association or the strikers, that his reference 
to these factions was only incidental, and that 
his committee represented the citizens and 
came as such. 

The General replied that Coon if he did not 
mean what he said should either have written 
bis speech or remained silent, and that he 
could only answer the speaker as he talked; 
but that he was glad to meet the committee 
as citizens. We are not here to be welcome 
or unwelcome,” continued the General, and 
we want no euch demonstrations.” 

O’Donnell—** General, we have four brass 
bands in the city and we would like you to 
view our men in parade. 

I must decline. We want no brass bands 
nor any demunstration. We want strict obe- 
dience to the law.”’ 

We are law-abiding citizens,’’ 
O’Donnell. 

Lou have not shown yourselves to be 
such,” firmly replied the commander. Had 
you been we would not have come here. You 
have defied the law and poss officers, and I 
want you to understand I am here to support 
the Sheriff in-enforeing the law.“ 

„The presence of this committee,“ replied 
O'Donnell, is the result of a meeting of citi- 
zens and workingmen. We are proud to sub- 
mit to the law.

Lou haven't; you have defied me, and 
have assaulted my officers,” replied that 
gentlemen.

The committee passed down the hillside out 
of sight. On the way back to their head- 
quarters the General was roundly denounced. 

After the interview Gen. Snowden 
talked of his policy. - When asked if 
the company oweuld obring non-union 
men to the mills and put Pinkertons 
there to guard them, he replied: “I have 
nothmg to do with private property. Those 
mills down there are owned by certain in- 
dividuals, They can do with them as they 
please, but I will preserve the peace.” The 
General said the militia will be here at least 
twelve days. 

The camp has been named Camp Colonel 
Sam Black, in honor of the memory of a com- 
mander of the Sixty-second Pennsylvania 
volunteers who was killed early in the war. 

The feeling of the strikers is bitter against 
Gen. Snowden, He was denounced in un- 
measured terms when the result of his inter- 
view with the committee became known, The 
men confidently look for a large importation 
of Pinkerton watchmen today or tomorrow, 
and while they seem to be decidedly in- 
timidated by the tropps there are some of 
them who swear they will resist the landing of 
detectives at all cost. Itis believed that the 
Carnegie company has over a thousand non-

union men ready to run into the works as soon 


as their safety is assured and that a large force 
of Pinkertons will be first brought in to renew 
the defenses. These Pinkertons are said to be 
scattered about Pittsburg waiting for the call 
to assemble at Homestead.

BITTER FEELING SPRINGING Ur. 


Strikers Hate the Militia, and Are Re- 
peatedly Offering the Picket Insults. 

HomestTEAp, Pa., July 12.—[Special. |—Bit- 
ter in the extreme is the feeling of the strikers 
towards the soldiers, They are growing bolder 
and do not hesitate to insult individual mem- 
bers of the National Guard on the street. The 
Hungarians are becoming restiveand revenge- 
ful. They are following theexample of their 
English-speaking fellows and are flocking to 
the saloons. ‘As one of my staff was coming 
to camp from the postoffice,”’ said Gen. Snowden 
tonight, he passed a group of Hungarian 
strikers on the street. The sight of the uni- 
form and side arms seemed to infuriate them, 
and several of them, shaking their clinched 
8 out excitedly: Lou kill me? Na, 
na 

The strikers are prowling around the camp, 
and lose no opportunity to insult the pickets. 
Scarcely a half-hour passes but the corporal of 
the guard is called for by some of the pickets 
on account of the strikers, who persist in gath- 
— in groups along the line and offering in- 
sults. 

The manner of Burgess McLuckie has 
changed. He shows plainly that his hatred 
for the militia is quite as great as that of any 
of the strikers, and he does not hesitate to 
express himself. He pays no heed to the 


Saloons running in open violation of the order 


he issued yesterday. 

During the last week the women have ha 
little to say, but tonight they are quite as 
talkative as their husbands, and more bitter. 
They gather in groups on the side streets dis- 
cussing the coming of the militia in ‘an ex- 
cited manner, and it is not uncommon to 
hear them urge the men to resent what they 
term an insult to the town. 


THERE ONLY TO PRESERVE PEACE.

THE CONGRESSIONAL, COMMITTEE 
VISITS HOMESTEAD. 


They View the Scene of the Shooting and 
Go Through the Carnegie Works—Ad- 
journment to Pittsburg, Where the Offi- 
cial Hearing Is in Progress--Chairman 
Frick on the Stand—He Declines to Give 
the Cost of Production—His Letter Or- 
dering the Pinkertons. 

HomesTswaD, Pa., July 12.—[Special. }—The 
Congressional committee appointed by the 
National House to investigate the cause of the 
strike of the workers of the Carnegie Steel 
company, Limited, and its general effect, with 
several officials of labor organizations visited 
Homestead today and passed through the 
property. They came in a special car and 
were escorted by Supt. D. M. Watt of the 
Pittsburg, Virginia and Charleston division 
of the Pennsylvania railroad. There were in 
the party Congressmen Oates, Bynum, Taylor, 
and Broderick; E. P. Kearns, Sergeant-at-Arms 
of the party; Clerk James Kerr of the House; 
G. W. Upton and Mrs. Upton, a daughter of 
Congressman Taylor; Burgess McLuckie, of 
Homestead ; W. A. Carney; Vice-President of 
the Amalgamated Association and of the 
American Federation of Labor; Chris Evans. 
Secretary of the last named; John Kilgallon 
Secretary of the Amalgamated Association; 
and Hugh O Donnell, 

It is regarded as a remarkahe tact and a 
significant one that the committee, a majority 
of the members of which are Democrats, was 
waited upon by the leading strikers and offi- 
cers, and these men escorted the committee 
through the mills. Only one officer of the 
company, Otis H. Childs, assistant to Chair- 
man Frick, was present. O'Donnell showed 
the visitors where the fight occurred, and near 
the scene of the engagement there are breast- 
works of structural steel. This has been de- 
nied by the strikers, but the visit today de- 
termined the falsity of these denials, OG Don- 
nell admitted to Mr. Upton that be had been 
in the fight. 

In view of the circumstances of the meet- 
ing, when members of the committee ac- 
cepted escort of men who have now no con- 
nection with the mills in which they were act- 
ing as conductors to a party representing the 
government, it is the belief of many people 
that the investigation cannot but prove a 
farce. It was considered a remarkable inci- 
dent that outside men should conduct such a 
party through a mill while one of the owners 
was present only as a figurehead. 

O'Donnell explained the machinery, told 

his version of what he claimed injustice on 

the part of the firm in demanding a reduc- 
tion of wages, and showed bullet marks in the 
mills, and said they came from the bullets of 

the strikers. . 

Throughout the mills and on the river fron 
military guards were on duty. While the 
party was under the pumphouse, in which a 
pump is being operated to furnish water for 
the militia, anexplosion occurred in the fire- 
box of the boiler, blowing open the doors vio- 
lently and injuring Private William Bolton, 
Fifteenth Regiment, of Sharon, not danger- 
pusly, however. He was carried to the hos- 
pital. 

When the committee’s private car was cut 
off from the train which brought it to Home- 
stead some one locked the doors and some 
time passed before they were opened. The 
greatest delay, however, was caused in se- 
curing an engine to run the car to the mills. 


CHAIRMAN FRICK ON THE STAND. 


He Gives Testimony Before the Congres- 
sional Investigating Committee. 

Prrrsnund, Pa., July 12.—The Congression- 
al committee did not get back from Home- 
stead until 6 o’clock, and it was two hours 
later before the investigation began. The 
committee’s inquiry began promptly at the 
hour stated at the Monongahela House and 
continued until after 10 o’clock, with Mr. 
Frick on the stand the entire evening. Chair- 
man Oates swore Mr. Frick and — the 
direct examination. 

Mr. Frick said the company was not a cor- 
poration. It was formed under the limited 
partnership laws of Pennsylvania. 

What business is the association engaged in? 

They are owners of the Edgar Thomson, Besse- 
mer, Homestead, and Duquesne Steel works, the 
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Lucy Furnace Keystone Bridge Works, The. U 
r and Lower Mills. Beaver Falls Mills, Scotia 
re Mines, Larimer and Youghiogheny Coke 

Works. We employ in these several establish- 

ments about 13,000 men. 

How many men 4o you employ at Homestead? 
About 3.800. The concern is engaged in the 
manufacture of armor plate for the government. 

The contract calls for about 6,000 tons of plates, 

ranging in thickness from four to twenty inches. 
Will you now state the different classes of work- 

men employed in your Homestead plant and the 
wages paid each class? 
Yes, sir. Do you desire those only affected by 


the proposed new scale? 
Mr. Oates—We prefer you to state all the 


— of men employed and the wages paid each 
class. 

Mr. Frick here produced the pay-roll of the 
119-inch mill for the month of May last, which 
contained the name of every man and boy 
employed in that department, the number of 
days he worked, and the amount he received. 
The wages ranged all the way from $40 to $275 
amonth. The wages of the rollers were the 
highest. These averaged from $250 to $275 
for the month; the heaters, from $185 to $190; 
heaters’ helpers, about $130; trainmen, from 
$97 to $120; head shearers, $100; shearers’ 
helpers, $95; gaugers, $75; anda variety of 
other men averaging about $75. The total 
amount paid in wages to this department for 
the month of May was 20, 202.995. 

Mr. Oates—How many devartments are there in 
your Homestead mill? 

Mr. Frick—I think twelve. 

Mr. Oates—Now, Mr. Frick, you have spoken of 
the earnings of several skilled workmen. Upon 
what basis are those men paid? 

Mr. Frick—Upon the basis of a contract made 
July 1, 1889, which was to run for three years, ex- 
piring July 1, 1892. It is known as the sliding 
scale system. The rates, when ag to, were to 
continue for three months, determined upon the 
average selling price of steel billets, and the 
average price of one term te be the basis for the 
next tnree months, the standard grade, 4x4 bil- 
lets, to be the basis of price. ä 

Mr. Frick here detailed to the committee 
tho mode of the quarterly settlement of the 
scale, saying that a committee of three from 
the Amalgamated Association and three from 
the firm was selected to determine the average 
selling price for each term. In the event of 
the six not agreeing, a seventh man was al- 
ways selected and his decision was accepted as 
final. All day labor was not included in the 
sliding scale. This scale was based on steel 
billets at $26.50 per ton. On that basis the 
rate per 100 tons for the heaters’ first helper 
was $3.07, and his daily earnings were 54. 53. 
In the proposed scale for 1892-3 this rate was 
not changed, but with the increased tonnage 
made possible by the introduction of new ma- 
chinery, his daily earnings would be over $5. 


Details of the New Scale. 


Mr. Frick then detailed the negotiations 
with the men on the new scale and the failure 
to agree. By this scale, ne said, only 325 out 
of the entire 3,800 men employed were affect- 

The men presented a scale which ip al- 
most every instance called for an advance, 
Mr. Frick stated that the proposed reductions 
were based on the decline in prices during the 
three years. Tank steel plates were reduced 
21 per cent, beams and channels 39 per cent, 
— steel billets 16 per cent. The reduction 
in wages was about 15 per cent. 

Mr, Frick attributed the continual decline 
to overproduction and the reduction in the 
tariff. There had been a decrease, he thought, 
in the importation of the articles upon which 
the men are affected by the proposed new 
scale. He could not approximate the differ- 
enee between the cost of labor per ton in 
Europe and here, 

Mr. Frick then stated that another point in 
dispute was the change of date for the signi 
of the scale from July toJanuary, because it 
was against their interests to be idle during 
July and August, when building is most act- 
ive. The men were willing to reduce the tum- 
imum from $25 to $24, but desired that the 
scale extend to July 1, 1895. No agreement 
could be reached and the works shut down.

EVIDENCE TAKEN AT THE INQUEST, 


The Death of the Eight Men at Homestead 
Being Investigated by the Coroner, 
Prrrspura, Pa., July 12.—[Special. |—Coro- 
ner McDowell commenced the inquest this 
afteruoon on the eight men who were killed 
at the riot at Homestead. The names of them 


are as follows: 

James W. Kline, detective of Chicago, died at 
Homeopathic hospital, aged 47. 

James Morris. aged B, died at Carnegie Steel 
Works yard. 

Henry Streegle, aged 19 yéars. 

James Sotak, aged 34, killed in yards, 

Thomas Weldon, aged 90 years, mill worker. 

Peter Tanis, mill worker, aged B years. 

Silas Watn, mill worker, aged B; shot by can- 
non from Pittsburg side of river. 

T. J. Connors, aged 30 years, Pinkerton, was 
identified by C..W. Bendell. 

Capt. William B. Rodgers of the steamboat 
Little Bill testified that he was employed to 
transport for H. C. Frick Pinkerton detectives 
to protect and guard the works of the Carnegié 
company at Homestead. He detailed the trip 
up the river and the battle that followed. The 
witness said the crowd on shore opened fire 
first. 

Capt. Wishart, the pilot, and Engineers 


Evans and Martin corroborated Capt. Rodgers. } 


Joseph G. Hoffman, a Pinkerton detective 
of Chicago, was the last witness called. He 
related the trip to Homestead. * Hem, 
he said, had charge of the men. As the barges 
approached the works the witness saw large 
numbers of people gathered along the river 
banks, many of them women, As the barges 
got nearer to the place of the intended land- 
ing they were fired upon. Capt. Hein 
and seven or eight men atteinpted to put out 
the gapg-plank on the shore above the bridge, 
but were unable todo so on account of the 
shower of stones and actions of 
the strikers. After a short time 
an effort was again made and resulted in the 
placing of the gang plank. As the men were 
starting down the plank the strikers fired, and 
the witness fell, having been shot through the 
right leg above the knee. He said that he did 
not have a weapon with him when shot, He 
said that the detectives were given. to undcr- 
stand that their duty was to guard the com- 
pany’s property and that they were instructed 
not to fire unless in self-defense. 

The affidavit of John F. McCorry, who is at 
the Allegheny General Hospital, was read to 
the jury and the inquest was continued until 
July 26 at 2 o’clock p. m.

| EXPECT THE CHOLERA 


WHAT NEW YORK'S HEALTH ab. 
THORITIESSAY OF IT. 


Some Cases Are Bound to Come as a Re- 
sult of the Diversity of the Immigra- 
tion Which Comes to the Port—Every 
Precaution Is Taken and the Disease 
Cannot Get a Foothold There—What 
Registrar Nagle Says About It—Some of 
the Methods Employed. 

New York, July 12,—[Special, Cholera or 

“ cholerine” is expected in New York by the 

Board of Health, not as contagion, but from

immigrants. The members of Health Officer 
Jenkins’ staff of doctors at quarantine have 
orders to exercise the greatest vigilance, and 
all. the machinery of fumigation and 
disinfection at Hoffman Island will 
be used where reasonable evidence 
points to a cholera patient being on board an 
incoming steamer. Theresia no alarm, but a 
requisite degree of alertuess is urged on all 
inspectors of the Health Department. Presi- 
dent Wilson is so well satisfied with the 
ability and intelligence of the board to cope 
against the importation of cholera germs 
that he left a couple of days ago for his vaca- 
tion, which he is spending at Buzzard’s Bay. 

Registrar of Vital Statistics Nagle today, 
in speaking of the danger of cholera, said: 
I hardly know what to say on the subject at 
present, but I think it extremely probable 
that if it is genuine cholera that has been de- 
veloped in Paris and London we will certain- 
ly have a few cases heré. If tlie disease should 
develop it would not, in my judgement, 
become widespread, as it did in this country 
in 1847. „Our sanitary arrangements are so 
vastly improved and the laws of hygiene so 
effectively consulted now, that the conditions 
which encourage its spread would not sur- 
round any straggling germs that may touch 
our shores.“ 8 

Dr. Nagle pointed out that cholera belongs 
to that clase of contagious diseases known as 
**filth-bred.”” In 1847, when 30,000 victims 
were claimed here by the dread disease, the 
first case was traced to an immigrant, who 
brought it in his clothing from Calcutta, To 
emphasize his views that cholera will probably 
straggie to our shores Dr. Nagle cited the 
typhus cases of the past winter, when some 
Russian Jews, after being chased from pillar 
to post—Palestine, Turkey, and Italy— 
boarded the Massilla at Naples and brought it 
into this country. Dr. Nagle says the pomts 
from which infected ones may come has led 
the Health Department officials to be prepared, 
though the germs may lurk in clothing for 
six months before they munifest virulence. 

The districts will all be closely watched, 
dried fruit and meats will in every case be de- 
1 and as far as lies within the power of 
the Board of Health precautions will be main- 
tained guarding against conditions that in- 
vite disease. The tenement house local- 
ities are tocome in for the most exhaustive 
portion of the work of inspectors. Commis- 
sioner James D. Bryand at the health depart- 
ment asked about the probability of cholera 
invasion, ‘You are in as intelligent position 
as myself to answer such a question, said he. 
Lou can say equally well whether or not the 
disease might come here. There is a proba- 
bility that it will. 

Dr. Cyrus Edson, the Sanitary Superintend- 
ent, said: This city is im en almost perfect 
sanitary condition. Should cholera come we 
are ready to begin the fight with every chance 
of being victorious. Most all diseases of this 
character are of foreign birth. Yellow fever 
is the only contagious disease peculiar to our 
shores. Typhus and cholera flourish in 
overcrowded sections of the larger 
cities of the Old World, where 
the people are poorly nourished and it is to the 
congested districts of New York that we keep 
our eyes turned for the cases which are 
likely to find their way here from. abroad. 
There are comparatively circumscribed areas 
where such a disease will flourish here as com- 

ared with the big capitals of the old country. 

f we have it here it can be safely wagered 
that it will be brought over in the steerage of 
some emigrant ship. 

At quarantine station Dr. Jenkins add - 
ed several men to his staff of i doc- 
tors. At Ellis Island the emigrants are rigid- 
ly serutinized. If any suspicious illness is 
discovered the ailing one is put through an 
exhaustive research, at which the ship doctor 
must be present. Dr. W. A. Wheeler, who has 
charge of this force of dpctors, has been at- 
tached to the Health Department, and under- 
stands the grave responsibility which entails 
on his force of physicians. The case of Mrs. 
Chfadad, the leper, passing quarantine Friday, 
of which the doctors did not care to talk, is 
regarded as unfortunate. The blame is laid 
at the door of the Amsterdam’s surgeous and 


doctors. 
Dr. Wheeler will recommend that the Board 


of Health institute steps looking to a more 
rigid inspection of steamship passengers at 
foreign ports. The members of the board are 
in sympathy with the step and do not antici- 
pate any trouble in securing active codpera- 
tion from the steamship lines. : 

Wasarnerton, D. C., July 12.— The Surgeon-

He at 
once cabled tis is formation to the United 
States, but further inquiries were received 
stating that it was generally published in the 
United States that Mr. Astor was dead. Again 
the correspondent went to Lansdowne House 
thinking that perhaps Mr. Astor had died 
since his last visit. As he approached Lans- 
downe the cheerful appearance of the mansion 
belied the story that death had stricken the 
head of the family residence. The windows 
were open and a lady was sitting out on the 
veranda 2

BULLET WHISTLES PAST THE RRV. 
w. H. KLINGE’S HEAD. 


From the Missile’s Course It Is Evidently 
Fired from the Gallery of His Own 
Church—Narrow Escape from Death 
Efforts to Keep the Matter Secret—Jerry 
Trumbley Gets Three Months and a 
$500 Fine for Assaulting Mr. Fish— 
Typhoid-Fever Deaths. 3 

Some unknown person Sunday evening at- 
tempted to murder the Rev. W. H. Klinge of the 

German Lutheran Church at the corner of 

Deane and Sixty-second streets. A bullet was 

fired through the window of the pastor’s 

study in his house, which is about 200 feet 
east of the church, and passed within a few 
feet of his head, imbedding itself in tke wall 
of the library after shattering a pane of glass. 

The affair is shrouded in mystery and every 
effort has been made to keep it a secret. Whet 
deepens the mysterious character of the affair 
is the fact that the course taken by the bullet 
shows that the shot was fired from the gallery 


of the church, it having taken a downward 
course through the window of the pastor’s 


house. : 

It was evidently the work of some one inti- 
mately acquainted with the pastor’s habits 
and as intimately acquainted with the church 
and the means of ingress to the edifice. In 
order to prevent alarming his congregation 
and creating scandal outside his fold Pastor 
Klinge has abstained from mentioning the oc- 
currence to any but one omtwo of his most 
trusted parishioners. To these, however, he 
told the story the day after the shooting, sub- 


' stantially as follows; 


After services Sunday night he repaired to 
his library, and, after drawing the curtains, 
went tothe bookcase to select a work contain- 
ing some essays on the writings of Josephus. 
The bopk was in a remote corner and the 
pastor’s search for it was somewhat prolonged. 
This faqt undoubtedly saved his life. He had 
drawn his chair to its usual place beside the 
study table, and between it and the window, 
preparatory to sitting down as soon as he had 
found the book he desired. He had just secur- 
ed the work and was about to take his seat 
when the report of a rifle ora large revolver 
was heard. This was immediately followed 
by the — of the window glass and the noise 
of the bullet imbedding itself in the plaster 
immediately over and to one side of his chair 
in such a position that had he been seated in 
his customary place, it would have passed 
through his head. 
He immediately rushed to the front door 
and made a search of the premises surround- 
ing his house in an effort to find the party who 
fired the shot. At the time he neversuspected 
what after investigation showed that it came 
from the church window, and consequently he 


did not think of searching that building. 


After an unsuccessful investigation he re- 
entered the house and retired. 
In confiding the matter to his friends he in- 
sisted that it be not made public, and conse- 
quently the police have not been notified.

MANY CASES OF TYPHOID REPORTED. 


What the Doctors Have to Say About the 
Disease. 

There is considerable alarm in this city over 
the reported prevalence of typhoid fever, 
which is said to have almost becume epidemic, 
Since July 1 nine deaths from typhus’ have 
occurred at the County Hospital. There are 
in that institution at present 260 cases, of 
which most have been admitted within the 
last ten days. The hospital officials say cases 
of typhoid fever are coming in at the rate of 
twenty or thirty a day. Already this 
month there have been more cases of the 
disease reported to the Health Department 
than in the whole month of June, the number 
reported up to yesterday being thirty-eight. 
It is claimed that figures do not show 
the actual gravity of the situation. Doctors 
treating fatal cases of other diseases some- 
times report them as typhoid fever. 

Dr. W. H. Sweet of the County Hospital 
staff attributes the prevalence of the disease to 
bad water, bad drainage, and the recent heavy 
rains; Dr. Ware of the Health Department 
contends that there 1s no cause for alarm and 
that the death rate has steadily decreased 
since January last. He says there is no un- 
usual number of cases in the hospitals and 


that the water supply is constantly improving, 


while the climatic conditions are as favorable 
at this season. On 
the other hand, Dr. Caldwell 

the Health Department is surprised 
that there have not been more deaths from 
typhus this year. In the outlying wards, he 
says, surface water has been standing for 
months; there are no sewers in those dis- 
tricts and the rains have flushed the sutdoor 
vaults and distributed their contents over 
oe surrounding territory, thus breeding 


Secretary Kellogg of the Health Depart- 
ment said yesterday that had no informa- 
tion of an aiarmi prevalence of typhoid 
fever. Warden Deal of the County Hospital 
takes u gloomy view of the matter and says 
that most of the 573 cases in the hospital are 
virulent, Dr. Lee of the hospital attributes 
the trouble to the warm weather and stagnant 
water. He says that every one should be care- 
ful in his diet and take other precautions for 
health in the present season.

Better Article of Tennis. 


The general character of the tennis of the 
second day’s play was much superior to that 
exhibited Monday, and as the play narrows to 
a few experts the interest continually deepens. 
A great deal of admiration is felt by the spec- 
tators for the Pacific coast champions, Tobin 
and Hubbard, whose athletic appearance and 
terrific “‘smashing’’ have aroused a great 
deal of enthusiasm among the onlookers. But 
it is safe to say that when they meet the bet- 
ter of the Chicago teams they will fare no bet- 
ter than did the Pacific coast twenty-four- 
hour bicycle record. 

The first match of the day was in singles 
between Shaw and Beach. The first set was 
an easy victory for Shaw, who, though wild at 
times, yet by superior play easily wap the set, 
6—3. But the second set furnished a surprise. 
Shaw seemed to be totally unable 
to steady down for the first 
three games, which went to Beach. Then 
he became steadier and by splendid ground 
work and most brilliant service brought the 
score up to three all. Here Beach braced up 
to good effect and, Shaw letting up somewhat, 
the games alternated for some time with little 
Then Mr. Shaw 
struck his fatal “off streak.’’ The balls went 
into the net, over the back line, or just out on 
the side lines, and Beach won the set, 6—4. 
The third set was a foregone conclusion from 
the first. Shaw's play was erratic: but swift 
and effective at times, and his service was 
some of the best ever seen in the West. He 
won the third set easily, 6—1, thereby winning 
the match, two sets te one. 

The second match of the day was a closely 
fought contest between Wrenn and Cole. 
Cole was somewhat wild the first set, and by 
steady and persistent net play Wrenn won the 
set, 7—5. The next set furnished an easy victo- 
ry for Cole, who won it handily, 6—2. The 
third set was long and closely fought, but 
Wrenn, after apparently having won, weak- 
ened and was beaten by a score of 7—5, thus 
losing the match. 

Pacific Coast Champions. 

While one of the’ Detroit champions was 
fighting such a close contest’ with Wrenn his 
partner in doubles, Paddock, was much more 
roughly treated at the hands of W. M. Scud- 
der. Scudder, though a young player, gives 
promise of great ability, and when he has had 
more experience in tournaments will become 
quite a factor in all tennis matches he may 
enter in. He beat Paddock in straight sets. 

The Pacific slope champions, Tobin and 
Hubbard, play together much better than any 
team that has yet made its appearance, and 
bid fair to be in at the finish. They won quite 
easily from the Riverside team, Allen and 
Norris Mundy, 6—1; 6—2; 6—3. Mundy 
played the best tennis on his side of the net. 

The match between Gardner and Avery 
created considerable amusement, Avery win- 
ning, 6—3, 6—4, Gardner not playing his game. 

In his match with White Ryerson played 
his usual steady game. Both players returned 
the balls high above the net. The lack of 
hard drives and fine placing was noticeable. 
Ryerson won the first set by his superior 
placing, 6—4, and the second set 6—0. 

The match which attracted the most atten- 
tion of any during the afternoon was the 
double game between Carver and Ryerson 
and Neely and Hoagland. This was the first 
appearance of Carver and Ryerson, and as 
they are looked on as likely win- 
ners of the tournament their work 
was observed with a great deal of 
interest. The Kenwood team, Neely and 
Hoagland, displayed unexpected strength, and 
what promised to be a walkover turned out 
to be a pretty contest. From the first it be- 
came evident that Carver and Ryerson must 
play careful and good tennis to win, and 
when the score in the first set stood only 4—3 in 
their favor, the result began to be doubtful. 


Kenwood Boys Were Favorites. 


The Kenwood boys, from their inexperience 
and unexpectedly brilliant showing, soon be- 
came the favorites of the crowd and their 
good plays were liberally applauded. Hoag- 
land in particular astenished even his most 
ardent admirers by his brilliant play, good 
judges who saw it pronouncing him as one of 
the coming players of the West. 

The first set was won after a sharp and 
pretty struggle by Carverand Ryerson 6—4. 
The next set opened with an advantage for 
the Keuwood team, but by careful work at 
the last Carver and Ryerson won it by the 
close score of 7—5. After quite a rest the 
third set was begun. Carver and Ryerson 
had it all their own way and won 6—2, there- 
by winning the match in straight sets.

Coinage has made a report on the Stewart 


Free Silver bill which punctures it most ef- 
One of the criticisms of the com- 


The bill proposes to repeal in toto the silver 


law of 1890, under which $101,000,000 of Treas- 


ury notes have been issued, thus stripping 
them of the legal tender quality they now 
possess. The report calls attention to the fact 
that the same individuals who utter a howl 
from time to time because silver was demon- 


etized in 1873 when. there was not a silver dol- 
lar in actual circulation in the country, are 


proposing now to rob of its legal tender qual- 


ity one hundred millions in currency which 


was paid out for silver bullion. ‘‘ This sudden 
and arbitrary destruction of the legal tender 
quality of so much money,“ says the report, 
„is an unnecessary, unwise, rash, and reck- 
lets act. The result would be that the Treas- 


ury notes, which would still be received for 
customs and taxes, would flow -at once into 


the National Treasury. As they could not be 


paid out again, there would be a sudden and 
disastrous contraction of the circulation. 
. The report says that if the bill met the pre- 
tended expectations of its friends and did not 
force the country down to a depreciated sil- 
ver standard then the result would be— 


A donation by the United States to each person 


depositing 371 grains of pure silver in any of its 
mints of about 170 additional grains of silver. 
This is practically a bounty or subsidy by the gov- 
ernment to the depositor at its mints of silver 
bullion. It is effected by the contribution by the 
United States of the cost of coining the dollar, 
which is on the average 2% cents and the loaning 
of the faith and credit of the government by its 
practical and substantial guaranty that this 70 
cents of silver, duly coined, shall at all times be 
redeemable in and exchangeable for a gold dollar 
worth 100 cents. This bounty or donation is of no 
inconsiderable or trifling sum, and if the same 
amount of silver bullion should be coined annual- 
ly as is now purchased bythe government it 
would amount to about $14,000,000 per year. 
such a donation or bounty consistent with an 
honest and economical administration of the gov- 
érnment? And if it is to be at all, om any theory, 
is there the least excuse or justification for ex- 
tending its benefit to other than our own citizens, 
or beyond the products of the mines of the United 
States? Why should the citizen of Great Britain 
receive from the United States $1.29 for an ounce 
of silver which he can purchase in the markets of 
London or elsewhere for 88 cents?

FOR ELEVATED TERMINALS. 

The final report of the committee appointed 
by the Mayor to examine the subject of steam- 
line terminals in this city was published in 
Tue Tano of yesterday. It recommends 
the elevation of the tracks, and states as a 
consequence of investigation that no serious 
difficulty need be encountered in accommo- 
dating the industries of the city to the ele- 
vated plan. It quotes opinions and decisions 
to show that the courts have settled it is in the 
power of the city to dispose of grade cross- 
ings, either by making the railroads elevate 
their tracks or build viaducts. 

If it could be proved or conceded that each 
of these methods would answer the purpose 
equally well the question would come up, 
„Which is cheapest for the road? Other 
things being regarded as equal the elevated 
track is best for the people, because the via- 
duct necessitates a climbing up hill and going 
down by means of drags for all the vehicles 
using that avenue of travel. That involves a 
great waste of force, for the reason that the 
maximum load is what can be drawn over the 
hardest places, and there is far more inter- 
ruption on steep grades than on the level sur- 
face. 

The elevated track would also be found the 
better and cheaper for the railroad companies 
themselves. If the city should undertake to 
meet immediately the needs of the people on 
the other plan it would order the construction 
of a hundred viaducts as speedily as possible. 
This might cost $40,000,000 to $50,000,000, in- 
cluding land damages. If that amount of 
money were applied to elevating the tracks it 
would accomplish an enormous work. And 
the expenditure would not be a vexatiously 
onerous one. Take, for instance, ten lines, 
worth an average of a hundred millions each. 
That is an aggregate of a billion dollars. The 
proposed expenditure would be but five per 


cent of their capitalization, and would cost all 
of them in the shape of interest only $2,500,000 
The 


or a quarter million each per year. 
companies would’be benefited to an extent ex- 
ceeding the outlay, which would be made at 
the most important point in the whole line— 
namely: the Chicago terminal. With elevated 
tracks the trains could be run in the city 
twice as fast as now, and. the saving of time 
would permit the handling of a great deal 
more business with the same amount of roll- 
ing stock, to say nothing of the loss of life and 
smashed up property at the crossings. 

About the only objection that has been 
raised to this scheme outside first cost is 
in regard to the street crossfhg of elevated 
tracks that would run parellel with the river 
and near the dock lines, . This would have to 
be met by lowering the bridge crossings.to 
normal street level. This would render it 
necessary to open the draws for the passage 
of tugs, but that might easily be arranged by 
regulations of time for tugs to pass up and 
down the river. 

It is in the interest of the railroads entering 
this city to elevate their terminal tracks. 
This has been done in Philadelphia, and Chi- 
cago, with a population of nearly a million 
and a half, should not longer continue the 
present bad system. Noris it necessary to 
make the change by moving back the pas- 
senger or freight depots towards the outskirts, 
as recommended in the report. That feature 
of the decument is open to objection. In the 
first place, the railroads cannot be forced to 
retire their depots from the business center 
against their will. Such retiracy would badly 
interfere with the suburban, business of some 
of the lines. Secondly, it has been favorable 
to the building up of the city that the rail- 
road depots are so near its business 
center; the fact has much facilitated 
daily communication between it and the sub- 
urbs and the building up of the latter. If the 
passenger depots were pushed back to T wenty- 
second street in the South Division it would 
necessitate street car travel as well as that by 
rail to each of the many thousands of sub- 
urban people ho visit the city every day 
from {the southern direction. If the com- 
panies thought it to be to their interest to 
move further back they would da so, but there 
can be no forcing. But of the value of ele- 
vated terminals there can be no dispute, both 
to the public and the railroads themselves. 


THE MIItrIA AT HOMESTEAD. 

At last the State of Pennsylvania, through 
the militia, has taken possession of the Car- 
negie works and the town of Homestead, in 
such force that the strikers, unless they are 
bent upon rushing on their own destruction, 
will not dispute or seek to disturb the rights 
of the State under the law. It certainly was 
high time for the Governor to act. The strik- 
ers had driven out the Sheriff and his depu- 
ties. They repulséd the Pinkertons, and then, 
arming themselves with the Winchesters ta- 
ken from the P.’s and others procured 
in Pittsburg, took possession of 
the village of Homestead and of 
the steel works. There was no law except of 
their own making. There were no officials 
except as they appointed them. They com- 
manded any person who was distasteful to 
them to leave the town under penalty of per- 
sonal violence. They established a censorship 
of the press and drove out correspondents who 
were only doing their duty, They forced tele- 
graph operators to leave, They utterly disre- 
garded the rights of all but themselves and de- 
nied the fundamental principle of the rights of 
property and of individual hberty of action. 
They seized, held, and controlled property be- 
longing to others. They put the law 
at open defiance, evidently thinking 
that the Governor of the State would 
uphold them in it because he had hesitated so 
long in ordering the militia to enforce the law 
against them and preserve order and put the 
company in possession of its property. They 
were on the road to a condition of lawlessness 
which soon would have ended in anarchy and 
fearful retribution, for one thing is certair., 
however much demagogues may pander toa 
strike like this pubiic opinion will not con- 
sent to the principle that the owners of prop- 
erty can be dispossessed of it by a mob which 
recognizes neither them nor the civil author- 
ities except upon its own terms. 

The Colonel commanding the militia force 
appears to be aware of his duty and there is 
little doubt he will perform it at whatever 
cost. He very properly declined the offer of 
the Strikers’ committee to send assistance 
from the Amalgamated Association in guard- 
ing the works and their proposition to give the 
militia 4 reception, and gave them some good 
advice, He informed them that the troops 
were there not to enjoy recéptions but to 
maintain the law, preserve order, and put the 
company in possession of its property,. and 


that their best policy was to obey the Sheriff,

But this one thing the 
strikers should be made to understand— 
namely: that they cannot seize and retain 
property belonging to others nor operate it ag 
their own, whatever vote-seeking demagogues 
may tell them to the contrary. If they 
attempt it they will be m such pur- 
pose if it takes the entire force of the State 
and the National Government. If that point 
were conceded to strikers, the American 
Government might ae well disband and turn 
over this country to the Anarchists. 


Ir is highly advisable that under the new 
order of things in city sanitation the members 
of the police force should be instructed and 
required to report all infractions of the ordi- 
nances intendea to secure cleanliness in the 
streets and alleys. They should be required 
to keep their eyes open for all cases in which 
garbage and other refuse are improperly dis- 
posed of by citizens, to warn householdets 
that they are being watched, and if the offense 
be reiterated to arrest them. There ate two 
good reasons why this reform should be re- 
solved on. Firstly, the average citizen is 
much more likely to be impressed with the 
importance of a stated duty when told of it by 
an officer ia uniform than if the reminder be 
given bya man in ordinary clothing. Second- 
ly, it would give the police something to do, 
furnish them with &@ reason for keeping awake 
while walking their beats, and raise at least 
some of them in their own estimation by increas- 
ing their sense of importance in the eyes of the 
community. No one need doubt that the duty 
of sanitary supervision would be far better 
performed by the police force than it is at 
present by a notoriously inadequate number 
of inspectors who have nothing else to do, and 
do little more than nothing, The pay of the 
latter might then be dispensed with, unless it 


were devoted to an augmentation of the police.

Tun statement, was printed yesterday that 
the beginning of the octultation of Mars by 
the moon Monday night, as timed at the 
Dearborn Observatory, was ten seconds away 
from the time as previously predicted in Tux 
Tripung.

But 
the erdinary reader may well wonder that such 
events can be approximated so closely before- 
hand. The fact testifies to the wonderful com- 
pleteness of astronomical mathematics in a

SAY IT LOOKS LIKE PEACE. 


The Irish Factions Engaged in Breaking 
Each Other’s Heads—Clerical Interference. 

Duntax, July 12.—Serious rioting has oc- 
curred at Kileuish, County Clare. A band of 
Parnellites made an attack upon Simon's 
Temperance Hotel and completely wrecked it. 
Several other houses on More street, including 
that of a woman who is not identified with 
either of the sections of the Irish party, were 
also wrecked. : 

Mr. R. Maguire, the Parnellite candidate in 
the West Division of County Clare, had a nar- 
row escape from a shower of empty bottles 


which were thrown at him while he was enter- 


ing a hotel. 

At Kilrush yesterday there was a riot be- 
tween Parneilites and anti-Parnellites. Sticks 
and stones were freely used, and many were 
badly beaten*on both sides. Women were 
prominent in the fight. Many windows 
were. smashed. In connection with 
this come suggestions relative to a 
reunion of the Irish party. John Dillon, 
speaking at Gort, the town of Galway, said

RIGGINS’ BODY NOT YET SHIPPED. 


Consul McCreery Says He Did Not Have 
Time to Send It on the Progresso. 
[SPECIAL CABLE. | 

VaLparaiso, July 12.—Despite the fact that 
Minister Egan received a cable dispatch 
several days ago from the State Department 
ordering him to ship Boatswain Charles W. 
Riggins’ body by the steamer Progresso, 
Consul McCreery says that he was not able to 
ship the body on the, Progresso, when, as it 
was alleged, he had plenty of time, 
the steamer not yet having arrived at 
Coronel. Consul ceCreery, by Minister 
Egan’s direction, applied to the Chilean 
steamship agent to let the body go with Mc- 
Creery tomorrow on the steamer Cachapoal 
to Panama with a view to Janding the body in 
New York. Sefior Lyons, agent ofthe com- 
pany, and the directors also, obj@eted to car- 
rying Riggins’ body to Panama, but agreed 
to have it conveyed to Coronel in time to meet 
the Progresso, which would take the body di- 
rect to San Francisco, as ordered by the State 
Department. Chileans express surprise that 
Turnbull’s remains should be left behind 
while Riggins’ are taken to America. 

Eduardo Matte, in the Chamber of Depu- 
ties at Santiago yesterday, usked the Minister 
of Finance if the Chilean Government intend- 
ed to take steps relative to prohibiting the 
nitrate monopoly from seeking a decrease in 
its productions, allegmg that it was detri- 
mental to Chilean finances. The Minister 
agreed to consider the subject and said 
that he was in accord with Matte. 
Joaquin Walker Martinez, however, 
opposed the proposed action, declaring that 
governmental interference with foreign com- 
panies was not tenable and was hkely to 
cause trouble. He added that thé Chilean 
Government had no power to interfere with 
combines. It is the general idea that if the 
nitrate combine restricts its output it will in- 
crease export duties. Aug. 1 there will be an 
increase of 15 per cent in re cargo. Customs 
duties are now 35. 

The Rio Grande do Sul revolution is ended. 
Previous rumors to that effect are now con- 
firmed. The revolutionists are in possession 
of the entire State and have made an agree- 
ment with the federal representatives in re- 
gard to its future government. 

The Italian residents of Buenos Ayres held 
a mass-meeting yesterday to protest against 
the killing of their countrymen at Santos and 
to applaud the action of the Italian Govern- 
ment in its treatment of the matter.

Curacoa, W. I., July 12.—Copies of the 
manifesto of Dr. Andreza Palacio, ex-dictator 
of Venezuela, which he issued under date of 
June 24 at Fort de France, Martinique, have 
just been received at this place.

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AIX VILLAGES, 


Probably Hundreds of Persons Killed at 
St. Gervais and Le Fayet—Bathers at the 
Sulphur Springs Had No Time to Escape 
—Streams Full of Bodies, Ice, and 
Wrecked Houses—An Eye- Witness’ Story 
of the Catastrophe-MHovements of Amer- 
icans Abroad. 

Panis; July 12.—A terrible accident oc- 
curred at 3 o’clock a. m. at St. Gervais les 
Bains, in Savoy, resulting, probably, in the 
death of hundreds of persons. The Bionnas- 
say glaciers, which extend from the northwest 
side of Mount “Blanc, became detached and 
swept down the side of the mountain, carry- 
ing the baths and the hamlet of Le Fayet into 
the torrent. 

The loss of life was appalling. There was 
no possible chance of the people getting out 
of the way of the tremendous mass 
of earth, rock, and ice, and a great 
number whose lives were not crushed out be- 
neath their falling houses were swept into the 
river and drowned. Already thirty dead have 
been taken out of the ruins of the village. A 
number of persons who had been badly in- 
jured were rescued; while some were taken 
out unhurt. It is thought there are more 
bodies buried. | 

The whole surface of the river is strewn 
with the wreckage of houses and with trees. 

St. Gervais Le Village is distant about 
tyenty minutes’ walk from St, Gervais Les 

ins, and the destroyed hamlet, Le Fayet, 

two miles distant from St. Gervais Le Vil- 

lage, is 2,657 feet above the sea level. Le 

Fayet is at about the same. height. It can 

readily be seen that the ascent 1s very steep, 

and as the masses came thundering down the 
ravine they carried everything before them 
with irresistible force. 

Many of the victims were awakened by the 
sound of the descending avalanche of matter, 
but it was too late for them to escape. It is 


the descending glaciers and the débris they 
carried along with them escaped with his life. 
It is impossible as yet to learn the names of 
the dead. Many of them are mangled be- 
yond recognition. Many visitors were at the 
place, and a large nuniber of them are among 
the victims. 

The baths of St. Gervais were in five separ- 
ate buildings, jbined by a stone wall, erected 
in a narrow gotge. They were situated about 
2,066 feet above the sea,on the road from 
Geneva to Chamonix. A glacier became de- 
tached from Mont Blanc and fell into the 
mountain torrent, carrying away the hamlet 
of Bionnay and filling the torrent with masses 
of ice. The masses of ice and the wreckage 
of the village formed adam which effectually 
restrained the waters for some time. Finally 
the dam broke and the waters burst like a 
cataract into the steam of Bon Nant, which 
passes through St. Gervais. * The inutates of 
the bath-houses were awakened about 
2:15 a. m. by the sound of rushing 
waters and a loud crashing noise. Before 
they were able to leave the buildings the tor- 
rent, filled with the débris of the village and 
large masses of ice, crashed against the bath- 
houses. Three of the buildings were entirely 
destroyed and another one partially, while the 
fifth building sustained. no damage, being 
situated upon a higher elevation than the 
others. 

The torrent continued into the valley, de- 
stroying everything in its course. The Village 
of Le Payet, lying in the valley, was almost 
entirely demolished. The wreckage of houses 
was swept on for miles into the Arita. Down 
the latter stream corpses and wreckage have 
been seen floating all day long. 

The full mortality is not yet known. It is 
believed that seventy-five persons perished at 
the baths alone and at least fifty of the inhab- 
itants of Le Fayet were drowned. The latest 
estimate of the number of dead is 130. 

St. Gervais is a watering-place with sulphur- 
ous springs and is a favorite summer resort. 
It lies in the wooded: ravine of Montjoie, half 
a mile from the Chamonix road on the Bon 
Nant, Nant being the name applied to all 
mountain streains in Savoy. 

One of the visitors to the watering place 
who was located in a portion of the St. Ger- 
vais-les Bains which escaped destruction by 
the landslide has given an account of the 
catastrophe, describing various exciting events 
which came under his personal observation. 
He says: 

About eighty ladies and gentlemen who 
were taking the waters met at the table d'hote 
yesterday. The staff of the hotel was proba- 
bly composea of twenty-five persons, 

I retired to bed yesterday evening feeling 
much fatigued from a long excursion I had 
made during the day. 

* About 10:30 p. m. I was aroused from the 
sound sleep into which I had fallen by a ter- 
rific shock which appeared to shake the hotel 
foundations. The concussion was simply 
awful, the walls of my rooms being partly de- 
stroyed and the furniture displaced and thrown 
about the apartment in confusion. I rushed 
to the shattered window of my room, and’ 
looking out to ascertain the cause of 
the shock I saw a huge volume 
of water bearing with irresistible force 
through the court yard of the hotel and sweep- 
ing down everything before it, the immense 
foaming stream carrymg with it huge blocks 
of stone, some of which were actually the size 
of the cottages: The roaring and crashing 
caused by the mighty volume of water was in- 
describable, and produced a feeling of great 
terror. 

“Tomy utter dismay I saw that three wings 
of the hotel which I occupied had been totally 
destroyed and that the fourth wing had been 
partly swept away. The confusion was in- 
tense. The frightened guests and employés, 
rudely aroused from theirslumbers to find the 
building wrecked, were in a state of absolute 
bewilderment and fright. Nabody knew 
which way to turn to escape, a hurried exam- 
ination showing that ail the exits had been 
blocked by the falling débris, and that the 
people were penned upin what appeared to 
their excited imagination to bea place of death. 

Presently. however, one of the more level- 
headed of the visitors bethought of a plan to 
escape from the hotel, and immediately began 
to carry his ideas into execution. Making a 
rope from several bed sheets, which he twisted 
and tied together, he fastened it securely 
inside and then proceeded to slide 
down to the ground. He reached the bot- 
tom in safety and started in the 
darkness to ascend the wooded path leading 
off the Village of St. Gervais for the purpose 
of securing assistance. Keaching the village 
he gave the alarm, and the villagers, respond- 
ing to his calls for help, quickly organized 
rescuing parties and hurried to the scene of 
the disaster. 

When the rescuers eventually arrived at 
the place where the landslip had occurred 
they were obliged to wade through a stream 
of rushing wacer breast high The bridge 
over the Bonnaht was standing, but was found 
to he unsafe for the passage of vehicles. 

Later telegrams in regard to the landslip do 
not detract in any particular from the horror 
of the disaster. A force of gendarmes, armed 
with long poles and hooks, has been posted 
along the banks of the Arve to catch the 
bodies as they float by. The deep and rapid

MR. MACKAY MADE AN APOLOGY. 


Case Against the Bonanza King’s Son in a 
Police Court Settled. 

Lonpon, July 12.—The case of Stewart vs. 
Mackay came up in the Westminster Police 
Court yesterday, but was settled without re- 
sort to further Jegal measures. The principals 
were J. W. Mackay, son of the American 
bonanza king, and Capt. the Hon, Randolph 
Stewart, an old army officer, 

Capt. Stewart claimed that young Mackay 
had sent him a letter couched in menacing 
terms. When the name of the defendant was 
called, Mr. Mackay’s counsel, Solicitor George 
Lewis, informed the court that his client, who 
was in Paris, had agreed to make ample 
apology to Capt. Stewart for the offensive re- 
marks alleged to be contained in his letter 
and also to pay the full costs of the case. This 
offer of Mr. Mackay was accepted by Capt. 
Stewart and his counsel, and the matter hav- 
ing thus been amicably adjusted, the sum- 
mons was withdrawn and the suit was. de- 
clared to be closed, 

The nature of the threats conveyed in the 
letter in q@estion was not revealed, and efforts 
to obtain a reliable explanation of the diffi- 
culty between the two men were unsuccessful. 
A visit made to Mr. Mackay’s London resi- 
dence, a splendid mansion at No. 6 Carlton 
House terrace, S. W., near the German Em. 
bassy, failed to disclose any facts in connec- 
tion with the case. Mr. Mackay’s secretary 
was seen, but he declined to discuss the 
matter and referred the visitor to his em- 
ployer’s counsel.

MINERS INTRENCHED IN THE 
CHUR D’ALENE CANON, 


Soldiers Will Enter from Both Ends and a 
Battle Is Expected—All Non-Union Men 
Ordered to Leave—Wires Cut and Dyna- 
mite Placed in Position to Blow Up 
the Remaining Mills — Strikers Lay 
Down Their Ultimatum—Will Fight 
the Regular Army. : 

Borsz Crry, Idaho, July 12.--[Special.}— 
This morning 1,000 men marched tothe works 
of the Bunker Hill and Sullivan companies at 
Wardner and demanded that the non-union 
men employed there surrender. This the 
men at first refused to do, but as they were 
for the most part ‘unarmed and the strikers 
had large quantities of dynamite and threat- 


M.'| ened to blow up the mill and every one in it 


they complied. 

On gaining entrance to the mill the strikers 
put the non-union men under guard and 
placed dynamite in different parts of the mill, 
So arranging it by means of wires that the 
different packages of dynamite could all be 
exploded at once. 

This they threatened to do if Manager 
Clement of Bunker Hill and Sullivan did not 
wire to this city asking the Governor to . delay 
sending troops, as the union miners were 
pacified with his action in closing down the 
works and discharging all non-union men, 
which he did today. After the latter were 
taken from the mill Clement sent a telegram, 
but the Governor suspected from the peculiar 
wording of the message that all was not right, 
and instead of complying with the request 
went on making arrangements to move more 
troops into the section. 

Immediately after the strikers compelled 
Clement to send the dispatch the wires were 
cut. It has been learned by a messenger who 
rode to the next telegraph station bélow where 
the wires were cut that the strikers have or- 
dered every one not in sympathy with them 
out of the camp, and, further, that they in- 
tended to make a fight against the troops that 
will be sent there by Gov. Willey. 

The report that there were twenty killed by 
the explosiod at Frisco mill yesterday is still 
unconfirmed. 

This morning Company A, Idaho Militia, 
left for the scene. They were met at Nampa 
by a company from Haley and one from 
Weiser. At Colfax, Wash., they will be rein- 
forced by three more companies, making the 
entire militia force 250, ? 

Gov. Willey today received word from Gen. 
Schofield that the United States troops at 
Fort Sherman, Idaho, and Fort Missoula, 
Mont., had been ordered into the field. Four 
companies from the former and three from 
the latter are now on thee way to the scene. 
The Governor says he will mass within twelve 
hours a regiment of United States troops and 
250 militia in Coeur d’Aléne, : 

Additional troops will also be sent from 
Forts Walla Walla and Spokane. If the 
troops enter Cour d' Alene as by the Gover- 
nor’s orders, the strikers will be completely 
surrounded, 
Missoula troops go to Mullan, while those 
from Fort Sherman with the militia will ren- 
dezvous at Wardner. The former will marcb 
down the guich in which the miners are in- 
trenched and the other troops will prevent the 
escape of the strikers from the gulch. 

It is expected a battle will take place near 
Wardner some time tomorrow. The troops 
will arrive there in force by 10 o’clock in 
the morning. 

At Wardner, the union men and owners of 
Bunker Hill and Sullivan mines held a meet- 
ing tonight. O’Brien, President of the union, 
gave the ultimatum to the mine-owners as fol- 

ows: “Ali non-union men must leave the 
State at once or the mine will be blown up 
and an attack on the miners commenced,” 

The mine-owners tu gain time agreed to 
discharge all non-union men within forty- 
eight hours. 


KNOWS SUPT. A. M. ESLER. 


What a Chicago Man Says of the Owner of 
the Dismantled Frisco Mine. 

I knew A. M. Esler, the Superintendent of 
the Idaho mine, where yesterday’s battle oc 
curred, well,“ said a Chicagoan, lately ro- 
turned from Idaho, today. He was a high- 
handed mine-owner, and there has always 
been friction and trouble between him and his 
men. He was utterly opposed to any com- 
promise, whatever the question might 
be, and he »as probably the most 
heartily disliked mine-owner throughout 
the whole Coeur d’Aléne mining region. He 
is an old-time miner, having passed all his 
manhood days in Colorade, Utah, Montana, 
and Idaho. The mines which he controls 
have yielded in good times a profit of $1,000 a 
week. He is an ardent Republican, and has 
always put his money freely into tae campaign 
funds of his party. In the present trouble he 
has stood out against any compromise, and 
was the tirst mine- owner to import non-union 
men. 


ORIGIN OF THE TROUBLE, 


Union Men Dispossessed the Marshal—De- 
scription of the Troubled District, 

Bols Crry, Idaho., July 12.—[Special. }— 
The events that led up to Monday’s outbreak 
at Coeur d’Aléne had their beginning quite a 
while ago. When the richness of the Cour 
d’Aléne district became settled beyond doubt, 
hundreds of thousands of dollars were in- 
vested in the mines and several thousand men 
were given employment. 

There are several mining camps in the 
country, Wallace being the center of the region, 
and then there are Wardner, Burke, Gem, 
Mullan, Osborn, and Frisco. Local mining 
unions Were organized at all these camps and 
were afterwards consolidated in one union 
and the body incorporated, 

Previous to 1891 the scale of wages in the 
Coeur d’Alénes had been $3 a day for car men 
and shovelers and $3.50 for underground 
miners. In that year a demand was made and 
granted for $3.50 for allemployés, both miners 
and cer men and shovelers, 

When the price of silver dropped last year 
the Mine Owners’ Association asked the rail- 
roads for a reduction of freight rates. This 
was denied and Jan. 11 the mining companies 
that owned mills shut down. March 26 the 
Mine Owners’ Association issued an address 
promulgating a new scale, in effect the one 
previously in force. This scale the men re- 
fused to accept and the mines were not 
opened. When the mines were shut down in 
January there were 2,500 men employed, but 
when they announced they were ready to open 
in March, there were not to exceed 700 union 
miners in the country. 


Finding the union men would not accept 


the seale of wages offered the Mine Owners’ 
Association send agen ast to secure help. 


Two non-union men wen first put to work on 


a mine at Wardner. These were driven out of 
the country, it was alleged, by union men, and 
then the Mine Owners’ Association applied to 
the United States Court at Boise City for an 
injunction restraining the Miners’ Union from 
interfering with them in any way. 

A temporary restraining order was granted 
and soon afterwards the men hired in East 
began to arrive. The miners induced a num- 
ber of them to join the union, but no violence 
was done them, and three weeks ago the ship- 
ment of ore was begun.

Telegrams were 
at. once sent to the other relatives and to 
seventy friends, notifying them of Mr. Field’s 
death. 

Mr. Field’s death was not unexpected. He 
had been lying in a critical condition for ten 
days, during which time he was subject to 
spells of violent delirium, each one of which 
threatened to end his life. Indeed, more than 
once his pulse became so faint that those who 
were in attendance thought that life was ex- 
tinct. Had it not béen for his marvelous vital- 
ity the doctors believe that he wouid have suc- 
cumbed within a few days after he was taken 
ili. 

Yesterday and the day before Mr. Field 
showed signs of physical improvement, and it 
was then thought that he might recover. Last 
night, however, he grew rapidly worse, and 
this morning the much-feared delirium came 


on. 

Mr. Field haa been suffering from physical 
and mental exhaustion brought on by the 
many troubles which have évértaken him dur- 
ing the last year. . 

The making of arrangements for the funeral 
was begun soon after death. It was decided 
that there should be services at Ardsley Park 
at 5 o’clock Thursday afternobn and that the 
interment should be in Stockbridge, Mass., 
the following day.

But the courage of 
Cyrus W. Field was indomitable. His patience 
and geal were inexhaustible, and soit came to 
pass, on the 27th of July, 1566, that this man knelt. 
down in his cabin, like a second Columbus, and 
gave thanks to God, for his labors were crowned 
with success at last. 

He had lost his health. He had worn out his 
nervous forces by the tremendous strain, and he 
paid in excruciating suffering the debt he owed 
to 1 — But he had won a fortune and a last- 


fame. 

25 years later Mr. Field entered upon his 
second great work—that of bringing rapid transit 
to New York—at least such measure of rapid 
transit as is vouchsafed by the elevated roads. 
This was an easier task. he road of railway or- 
—1— was not an untraveled one, and the 
oster father of the cable found rich and power- 
ful friends who were glad to walk that road in 
company with him. Two of them walked it to his 
sorrow. The first was Samuel ilden, who 
made a million and won a lifelong enemy while 
Mr. Field was on the ocean. The o:her was a cer- 
tain little wizard, in whose gentle and kindly 
heart friendship is all but unknown, and who 
showed his own ideas of honesty by undermining 
the fortune of the man who trusted him. From 
this blow Mr. Field never recovered, and when to 
it was added the multiplied sorrows which fol- 
lowed, ending with his: son's disgrace and his 
possible ruin, the majestic fabtic of his brain gave 
way and he died before his time at the age of 72. |

QNDERDONK’S CLAIMS FOR EXTRA 


EXPENSES ON THE TONNEL. 


Some of the Reasons on Which He Will 
Base His Demands—The Cregier Ad- 
ministration Ordered Him to Go Ahead 
with the Work, Leaving all Difficulties 
for Future Adjustment — The Con- 
tractor Is Making Out His Bill, and It 
Will Be a Heavy One. 

Although the resolution of Ald. O'Neill pro- 

viding for the arbitration of the differences 

between the city and Tunnel Contractor 

Onderdonk was the subject of general conver- 

sation at the City Hall yesterday, few people 

understood what the nature of the Onderdonk 
claims were, and why arbitration has become 
necessary. The Mayor in recommending 
arbitration to the Council, seems to have 
ignored the Commissioner of Public Works. 

Mr. Aldrich said last evening that the Mayor 

had not consulted him about the matter 

before he sent the Onderdonk proposition, 
and his own message to the Cquneil, nor had 

Ald. ONeill consulted him as to his plan of 

arbitration. The Commissioner said that he 

had knowc for some time that Mr, Onder- 
donk would demand extras, believing himself 
entitled to them under the terms of the con- 
tract with the city, but that he was not able to 
ascertain the exact nature of those demands. 
It had been intimated to him that Mr. Onder- 
donk would require payment for the cross 
sections between the six-foot tunnels. He 
had asked Engineer McMath, the expert who 
examined the tunnel last fall, 
not tne contractor was entitled to pay- 
ment for that work. Mr. McMath replied 
that the cross-sections were put in to facilitate 
the work of the contracter; therefore he was 
not entitled to payment for them as an extra. 

In what may be called the preamble of the 

Onderdonk contract it is declared that the 

borings made by the city engineers indicated 

that the cutting of the tunnel would be 

through firm clay. It is well known that a 

large portion of the tunnel had th be carried 

through what was practically a quicksand. 

That, no doubt, entailed great expense on the 

contractor, but Mr. Aldrich would not say 


that the city was bound to compensate Mr. 


Onderdonk for this extra expense, 
Was Left for “ Future Adjustment.” 

The original proposition made for dividing 
of the eight-foot tunnel into two six-foot tun- 
nels stipulated that those smaller tunnels 
should be carried only 600 feet beyond the 
breakwater. The then Commissioner of Pub- 
lic Warks named and stipulated the price to 
be paid for this extra work, and the price was 
paid for these tunnels to the 600-foot break- 
water limited as stipulated.

The contractor, it appears, 
relied largely on the instructions of City Ka- 
gineer Northway, his assistant, Mr. Feind, 
and oh the written statements of Commis- 
sioner Purdy for the collection of extras, 
Thus he points to a communication of Mr. 
Feind to Northway dated June 17, 1890, in 
which Mr. Feind says: 

The latest deyelopments as to soil gotten in the 
breakwater shaft and between bore holes 600 
feet east of it, put the feasibility of the construc- 
tion of an eight-foot tunnel for some distance east 
of the breakwater very much in doubt. In order 
not ta lose time by attempting to do that which 
has no reasonable chance of success, I beg to 
recommend that the project of a double six-foot 
tunnel be carried out in an eastern direction from 
the breakwater until the soil gives promise that 
an eight-foot tunnel can be built without too 
much loss of time. 

Things Run Loosely Under Mr. Purdy. 

The six foot tunnels were continued as a 
result of this statement. Mr. Onderdonk 
relies on it as showing that the soil was bad 
and difficult to workin. The City Engineer, 
by his action, indorsed this statement. So 
did Commissioner Purdy, who left the matter 
of price thereafter to future adjustment.“ 
It is also asserted that the engineer in charge, 
at various times, gave orders for work not in- 
cluded in the terms of the contract. Mr. 
Onderdonk has copies of those orders, al- 
though there are no copies on filé in the office 
of the Commissioner of Public Works. During 
the Purdy period there, everything seems to 
have been at sixes and at sevens, and it is im- 
possible to say hcw much Mr. Onderdonk is 


really entitled to under the law. 


Mr. Onderdonk himself was at the City Hall 
yesterday, but he declined to enter into a dis- 
cussion of his claims orto state what their 
amount would be. It was intimated that they 
would reach the sum of $400,000, but every- 
bedy believes this is a wild exaggeration. One 
of Mr. Onderdonk's friends said’ that he was 
clearly entitled to $200,000 under the contract. 
The specifications were changed in many par- 
ticulars and extra work was entailed by a con- 
dition of soil different from that represented 
by the city authorities at the time of the con 
tract, The language of the contract implied 
that the boring would be through hard blue 
clay, that there would be an absence of sand 
pe and quicksands. On this misleading 

nguage will be based the claim for extras. 
Mr. Onderdonk asserts that he gave fair 
warning that he would present these demands, 
He wrote, under date of July 19, 1889, that the 
an par borings made by the city and exhib- 
ited at the time of the letting were most mis- 
leading, and did not show hard grounds, but 
on the contrary showed hard clay, and that 
neither the specifications nor the City Engi- 
neers contemplated bad ground of the vast 
extent that has been encountered, 

Grew Out of the Cregier Administration. 

It was on the basis of this complaint that 
Commissioner Purdy, a few days after, author- 
ized the continuance of the six foot tunnels 
and stipulated that the price to be paid for 
the work be left for future adjustment.“ 
During Commissioner Swift’s time, whenever 
extras or changes were made,the price was 
stipulated. This has been the case during 
Commissioner Aldrich’s administration also, 
and there has been no trouble. The present 
demand for extras, which it is believed can be 
enforced under tlie law, grew out of the loose, 
feeble, and flaccid methods of the comatose 
Cregier administration.

West Side property-owners have a large 
boom in prospect at last. The operations of 
the Metropolitan Elevated railway company 
are being indicated by property purchases 
which are being made at various points along 
the proposed route by what are termed in- 
siders.“ One of the best known West Side 
property-owners has just refused to give a 
sixty-day option on an extensive frontage, 
near the corner of Ashland avenue and Van 
Buren street. The agents seeking the option 
admitted that they represented capitalists 
who expect to profit by the immediate in- 
crease in values caused by the condemnation 
of the Metropolitan’s right of way, and the 
surveyors say that before the Fair is opened a 
line from Fifth avenue to West Fortieth 
street will be in operation. Maps in 
possession of an agent who represents the. 
railroad company or allied interests show a 
main line extending only to Wood street. The 
line, as indicated, is from Fifth avenue along 
the alley between Van Buren and Jackson 
streets to Sangamon street, at which point it 
drops down to the alley between Van Buren 
and Congress streets. Tt follows this alle 
west to an alley between Wood street a 
Ashland avenue, .whence a line is to 
be built running at right angles to 
the main line, north to Milwaukee avenue and 
south to Nineteenth street. The north branch 
will be carried along Milwaukee avenue to 
Norwood Park, while the south branch will 
turm west on N ineteenth street and be extend- 
ed to the Grant Locomotive Works: Accord - 
ing to this arrangement it would seem that 
the maia line would not extend beyond Ash 
land avenue. But a number of transfers 
which have been made further west would in- 
dicate that the main line is to be carried at 
least to the park. ‘ 

The backing of the road is, in a general 
way. considered gilt-edged, but until a few 
days ago no one seemed to know the person- 
nel of the Chicago contingent. It was known 
that New York capital had been secured and 
that there is a London representation.

HAS A NICE QUESTION TO DECIDE, 


Judge Gresham to Determine on Extend- 
ing a Tax Levy for Judgment, 

Judge Gresham yesterday took under ad- 
visement a case of considerable interest to 
many of the counties of this State, The case 
was an application on the part of the German 
Savings Bank of Davenport, Ia., for a man- 
damus compelling State Auditor C. W. Pa- 
vey to extend a tax levy against the County of 
Franklin to recover a judgment for $5,120. 
In the early history of the State many of the 
counties issued bonds to aid railroad com- 
panies in building their lines. The bonds is- 
sued by Franklin County were in aid of the 


„Belleville and El Dorado railroad company. 


The German Savings Bank secu some of 
these bonds, and was compelled to bring suit 
to enforce the claim for interest. Judgment 
was secured and upheld by the Supreme 
Court, but there were no special funds in the 
county treasury to pay the judgment. The 
bank began mandamus proceedings under an 
old law requiring the Auditor of Public Ac- 
counts to extend a levy in counties for the 
payment of the interest on these bonds when- 
ever issued, 

The Auditor has never exercised such power, 
and if he is compelled to do so by mandamus 
many other similar claims may be pressed. 
The defense of the State Auditor is that when 
a claim merges into a judgment action lies 
against the county alone, and that if there are 
no funds in the County Treasurer’s hands 
with which to pay the claims it is no fault of 
the Auditor. '

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SPEEDY ACTION OF WORLD'S FAIR 
DIRECTORY NEGESSARY. 


Unless the “Combine” Plan of Administra- 
tion Is Immediately Adopted the $5,000,- 
000 Appropriation Bill Is Likely to 
Suffer—Work Begun on the Van Buren 
Street Pier by the Henry Syndicate— 
Florida Will Charge $2 a Foot for Space 
in Its State Building. 


In the opinion of certain prominent World's 


Fair Directors the board is making a great 
mistake in delaying action on the compro- 
mise plan of administering the Fair, which 
was agreed on about ten days ago between 
representatives of the National Commission 
and the directory at a joint conference. The 


mistake lies in the fact that delay 
is hourly endangering the success of 
the $5,000,000 appropriation bill pend- 


ing in Congress. For it is said that uniess 
this compromise plan, which provides 


for the settlement of questions of authority 


between Director-General Davis and Chief of 
Construction Burnham, be favorably acted 
upon, the appropriation bill will hardly be al- 
lowed to pass. At a special meeting of the 
board yesterday, held for the purpose of con- 
sidering this matter adjournment was bad 
without any action until Friday. It had been 
previously postponed from the meeting last 
Fridag. 

For nearly two years there has been a dis- 
pute between the Board of Directors and the 
National Commission touchmg questions of 
authority. Eminent lawyers were called in 
by both sides to interpret the act of Congress, 
but nothing satisfactory resulted, since the 
legal lights employed by the two parties 
favored respectively Commission and Direct- 
ory. 

At the meeting of the Board of Control 
about ten days ago a joint conference was 
held and a plan of administration adopted 
providing for the appointment of a Board of 
Administration of four members, two from 
the commission and two from the directory. 
These, according to the plan, are to have ex- 
clusive direction of the administration of the 
Exposition and settle all questions which 
might arise between the Director-General 
and the Director of Works, an office to be 
created, which simply means Chief of Con- 
struction Burnham under a new title. Ou be- 
half of the National Commission the Board of 
Control adopted the arrangement, and it was 
left to the directory to take similar action. 
As yet this has not been done, although two 
meetings have intervened. Meanwhile there 
is good authority for saying that the Appropri- 
ation. bill of Congress will not be 
passed until.the directors ratify the con- 
tract. The leadi representatives of the 
commission are at Washington taking charge 
of tne bill, but they gave it out before leavi 
Chicago that the settlement of the long-moo 
question of authority must be determined once 
‘for all if the appropriation was to be secyred.. 
The reason urged for this course was that now 
was the time to harmonize and provide tor the 
ending of ail disputes. 

Jam sorry,” said a member of the board 
after yesterday’s meeting, “ that nothing was 
done. Board of Control expects us to 
adopt this Board of Administration plan, 
which has had the approval of such men as 
Lyman J. Gage, R. H. Waller, Edwin Walker, 
H. N. Higinbotham, and others of equally 
sound judgment. Every delay seriously en- 
dangers the passage of the Appropriation bill, 
for the Board of Control, whichis now in Wash- 
ington, hes, whether right or wrong, rightly 
I think, determined that both measures shall 
stand or fall together. Atthesame time the 
present session of Con sis nearing a close 
and we must fix the matter up immediately. 
lt was expected this would be done last Fri-

SPACE WILL COST $2 PER FOOT. 


Florida Will Charge Exhibiters for Room 
in the State Building. 

Florida and North Carolina are working on 
novel lines to secure money for making an 
exhibit at the Fair. Secretary Hirst of the 
Office of installation, who is one of the 
World’s Fair Commissioners for Florida, re- 
ceived yesterday a report from that State say- 
ing it had been practically decided to charge 
$2 per square foot for space in the proposed 
State building. This is the first instance in 
which the charge has been proposed 
for space by any of the States. 
The big hotels, of Florida have sub- 
ascribed $30,000 on condition that $20,000 
additional be raised by the people of the 
State. This the latter have not yet done. 
Meanwhile the plans for reproducing Fort 
Marian as a State Building are in abeyance. 

In North Carolina the women have under- 
taken to raise $15,000 for a State Building, 
and Commissioner Keogh, who was at head- 
quarters yesterday, said the money was being 
rapidly secured. He added that North Caro- 
iina’s exhibit; which is under the direction of 
the State Board of Agriculture, would create 
a general surprise, inasmuch as little or noth- 
ing has thus far been heard from that com- 
monwealth. 


ALGIERS WILL FURNISH A VILLAGE, 


It Will Be Unique, Like the Country, and 

Will Show the Peasant Life. 

From the North cogst of Africa comes the 
promise that the French Province of Algiers 
will send to the World’s Fair a $150,000 
Algerian village. It is something more than 
a promise, for Dood Sifico, a rich merchant 
of that country, secured yesterday the privi- 
lege of erecting such a village. M. Sifico 
came up to headquarters arrayed in the 
gorgeous garments worn by an Algerian. 
His Moorish turban, blue blouse braided with 
gold, Turkish trousers embroidered, and ‘his 
red leather boots laced nearly to the knee 
made him a picturesque visitor. 

M. Sifico’s Algerian village wil? be a marvel 
in its way of oriental construction and highly 
interesting exhibits. The building will have a 
Moorish dome, towers, and ornamental min- 
arets. Inside will be the natives, embracin 
Kabyles, Arabians, and negroes, They wil 
sell jewely, embroidery, bric-4-brac, etc., and 
serve guests in a café concert hall capable of 
seating 1,000 persons. Then, in addition to 
this hali, there will be a Moorish café, a Ka- 
byle house with Kabyle laborers, an Arab 
tent village with Arabs, some desert tents, 
and an illustration of what an Arabian desert 
camp really is. There will be fifty people and 
dancing girls, who will give exhibitions in the 
concert hall. They will perform to the music 
of an Algerian band,

Generally Cool Weather Retards Corn, but 

Good Advance Was Made—Wheat Har- 
vest Progressing Nicely—Yield So Far 
of Good Quality, but Light in Quantity 
Cotton Fruiting Out with a Good 
Stand—Late Season with Favorable 
Weather Insures Good Returns. 

- Wasutneton, D. C., July 12.—The reports 


‘received by the Agricultural Department for 


the week ending yesterday concerning the 
erop and weather situation generally through- 
out the country say the season is from one to 
two weeks late in all districts except New 
England and the Middle Atlantic States, 
where the normal condition has prevailed. 
The cool weather has prevented rapid growth 
of corn, but more favorable conditions are 
reported from the spring wheat ragion. Not- 


- withstanding the dry week throughout the 


northern States the seasonal rainfall cortinues 
in excess generally throughout all districts 
and the conditions most needed throughout 
the corn and wheat belt are warm, dry 


weather for the next ten days. Ihe special 


reports by States follow: 

Pennsylvania—Harvesting and haying are well 
hg gr Corn and tobacco are growing rap- 
idly. 

Mississippi—Conditions were favorable to near- 
ly ailcrops. The stations on the east side report 
eight inches of rain with damage to many inter- 
ests. 

Louisiana—Rice continues promising. Cotton 
and corn are grassy and field work is impossible. 
Drv weather is now indispensable. 

Texas—The weather was generally favorable for 
farming operations. Cotton is fruiting generally 
and some picking has been done in the extreme 
southern portion. 

Arkansas—Over the south and east portions 
corn and cotton are grassy The other portions 
report improvement. Cotton is small but fruiting 
well. 

Tennessee—Some wheat is sprouting and al!

SprinaFigD, III., July 12,—[Special.]—The 
weather crop bulletin of the Illinois Weather 
Service gives the following summary of the 
weather and crop conditions throughout IIli- 
nois during the week ending July 11:

MADE GREAT IMPROVEMENT. 


Wisconsin’s Weather Good and Crops Ad- 
vancing Rapidly. 

MiILwauxzx, Wis., July 12.--With fair, sun- 
shiny weather during the whole week, and the 
temperature slightly below the normal, a great 
improvement has been made in the condition 
of crops. All small grains promise fair to 
excellent. The damage caused on low ground 
by the protracted rains will probably be made 
up by the heavy growth on high and well 
drained soils. Of course corn has 
a short acreage and is backward, 
but the last week oof i invigorating 
sunshine has given it a rapid growth, and the 
prospects of a fair yield, which two weeks ago 
were considered poor, have greatly advanced. 
For the first time this season the weather has 
permitted a full week of uninterrupted work; 
corn and potatoes that were nearly choked with 
weeds have been cleanly cultivated, and the 
next thing in order is haying. Some hay has 
been cut but most fields are a little too green. 
Two or three more days of sun and the 
work will be general, witha satisfactory yield. 

Tobacco planting is finished. While it isa 
little late, the plant is in good condition and 


the acreage more than the average. The crau- 


berry crop will probably be light. The winter 
conditions ‘were unfavorable, and excessive 
spring rains have rendered it difficult to drain 
the marshes. Fruit has been seriously blight- 
ed, contrary to expectations of the early part 
of the season, Few reports anticipating a 
fair yield of apples are received. Rye and 
fall wheat will be ready to cut next week. No 
damage to speak of is reported from rust or 
insects. . 


“TREASURY OFFICIALS INVOLVED. 


Assistant Secretary Nettleton Had Accom- 
modation Paper Due an Insolvent Bank, 
Wasuinaton, D. C., July 12.— [Special. 

An old sensation has been revived by the 

testimony before Senator Chandler’s sub- 

committee which is investigating the failure 
of Philadelphia and Boston national banks. 

It related to the transactions of Assistant Sec- 

retary Nettleton of the Treasury Department 

with the Spring Garden National Bank of Phil- 
adelphia, Charles J. Steddgrd, the clerk in 
charge of insolvent banks in the office of 
the Controller of the Currency, was the wit- 
ness. He said that William Trenholm, an 
assistant bank examiner under Bank Exam- 
iner Drew, had overdrawn his account in the 

Keystone National Bank about $6,000, and 

that this did not appear in the original report 

regarding the bank, apparently because the 
record had been mutilated.

ad previously been a borrower from the Spring

bank his check on the Keystone for 315.000 

and received the two Nettleton notes. The 

Spring Garden suspended a week later and 

Evans’ check had not been presented, It ap- 

peared as an asset. Evans did not have a 

deposit at the Spring Garden sufficient to pay 

the check. June 20, 1891, the Controller of 
the Currency informed the Secretary of the 

Treasury that Mr. Nettleton had given a 

judgment note for $26,000 for his indebtedness 

to the Spring Garden. 

Assistant Secretary Nettleton said this even- 
ing there was nothing new in the testimony. 
Before the Chandler subcommittee he had 
gone over the whole matter in a communica- 
tion to that committee. ere was no con- 
troversy as to the facts. He had given accom- 
modation notes to Nelson F. Evans and ac- 
knowledged his responsibility, but he had 
never borrowed or néceived a dollar from the 
bank. All the circumstances had been fully 
explained at the time of the failure in 1891 
and there was nothing more to add. 


FARMERS WILL BUILD NEW ELEVATORS. 


The Northwestern Association Reaching 
Out for a Deep Water Shipping Point.

Fadden and C. Poterson—was appointed 
to select and secure a suitable site at once and 
commence to build immediately, so as to be 
in time for the movement of the new crop. 
Stock to the amount of $30,000 has been sub- 
scribed and paid in and the amount will be 
immediately increased to $100,000 or more. 
Some time ago this association entered into 
an agreement with the vfficers of the Great 
Northern and the Northern Pacific railway 
companies, by Which they secured a iease for 
a long term of years and absolute control of 
all elevators and grain storage places belong- 
ing to the railway companies in North Dakota, 
the elevators to be leased for a term of years 
and the assuciation to erect elevators on the 
line of both roads wherever needed. The 
farmers would then use their warehouses and 
elevators for storage of their grain until there 
was a demand and prices warranted them in

READY FOR THE FRAY 


INTER-STATE COMMERCE INVESTI- 
GATION TO BEGIN TODAY, 


Discriminations in Freight Rates on East- 
Bound Traffic Alleged—Many Prominent 
Railway Men Summoned as Witnesses— 
The Wabash Censured by the Joint Rate 
Committee for Cutting East-Bound 
Freight Rates—Santa Fe Manipulations 
—Other Railway News. 


Three members of tite Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission, J. W. McGill, J. C. 
Clements, and W. G. Veazey, arrived here 
yesterday, and will this morning begin a 
three days’ investigation into the numerous 
charges made against many of the Chicago 
east-bound railroads, alleging discriminutions 
ih freight rates on east-bound traffié. The 
sessions will be held in Justice Harlan's 
court-room in the Federal Building. Nearly 
fifty witnesses, among them a number of 
freight agents, managers of fast freight lines, 
and other railroad officials, have been sum- 
moned. All of the railroads charged with 
violating the law here will answer to the 
charge made against them, but the witnesses 
will be fuliy examined, eee 

The chief case of interest to resident railroad 
men is the charge against tiie Calumet and Blue 
Island, the Chicago and Southwestern, and 
the Joliet and Blue Island railroads, It is al- 
leged in effect that these lines were simply 
incorporated as a shield behind which gross 
discriminations in freight rates have been 

racticed, The three roads: form a sort of 

it line, and the Ulinois Steel company is 
alleged to have been one of the chief benefi- 
ciaries of the alleged unfair rates. 

The balance of the complaints are against 
various lines running to the seaboard east of 
the Mississippi, and the charges are made that 
preferential rates have been given big Eastern 
grain shippers. The fast freight lines, most of 
the complaints allege, are in the main respon- 
sible for this favoritism. 

The first case to be called will be that against 
the Grand Trunk and the Cincinnati, Saginaw 
and Mackinaw railways. These two lines are 
alleged to have given preferential rates on 
export transportation from Chicago and other 
points to Montreal and other points. 

Commissioner Veazey 8 to the 
opinion that the railroads are not as bad as 
they are painted. The railroads are observ- 
ing the Bw more than they are given credit 
for,” he said. The general public has an 
idea that the roads are constantly favoring the 
big shippers. This impression is no doubt 
created by the numerous complaints filea and 
which are noticed in the press. The fact of 
the matter is, four-fifths of all the charges filed 
with us are generally proved groundless. 
Many of those who cometo us with complaints 
base their charges merely on rumor, as is often 
proven. There are a t anc one ways 
for groundless complaints to arise. No doubt 
many of the cases we will hear tomorrow will 
end in smoke. 

The three Commissioners held an all-day 
session at-the Grand Pacific yesterday in con- 
sultation with the complaining suppers, Dis- 
trict Attorney Milchrist, and Fran retch- 
mur, special nt of the Gomimnission, who 
has investigated many of the complaints in 

rson and pronounced them worthy of bemg 
inquired into. Some of the cases may develop 
into criminal violations of the law, and if so 
they will be turned over to Mr. Milchrist or 
the District Attorney of the district in which 
the alleged violations occurred, 

Several legal representatives of some of the 
railroad ots summoned to appear today 
have called on the District Attorney with thie 
excuse that their clients were ill and could not 
be present. Mr. Milchrist has in all cases re- 
fused to excuse any one and declared that all 
those who were served with subpeenas would 
have to appear or encounter the wre 
commission. 


CENSURED BY THE RATE COMMITTEE. 


Continued Violations of Agreement by the 
0 Wabash Railroad. 

At a recent meeting of the Joint Rate com- 
mittee the following action was teken regard- 
ing grain shipments fotwarded via Chapin, 
Ill.: 

The Chief Inspector reports that 2,476 cars 


of grain were billed in February last with ad- 


@itional cars thereafter at a rate of 7 cents per 
100 pounds from Chapin, III., to Toledo, O., 
under a proportional rate issued by the 
Wabash railroad company Aug. 18, 1888. 
This property was consigned from the West to 
a local consignee at Chapin, which fact ren- 
dered any proportional rate therefrom unusual 
and irregular on said business. This propor- 
tional rate is also less between Chapin and 
Toledo than the percentage division of the 
then prevaili rate from Mississippi 
River to Toledo, und cut the rate 
three eents from Mississippi River 
points to Toledo. This combination also cut 
the through rates then in effect from the Miss- 
issippi River to New York 2½ cents per 100 
pounds. This rate is still in effect, and other 
roads competitive therewith are entitled to the 
correction of this practice or should be en- 
titled to a parity of rates. 

Resolved, That this committee hereby requests 
the Wabash railroad company to withdraw the 


said rate, and in default of compliance therewith 
the facts will be submitted to the several associa- 


tions for joint action. 
OBTAINS AN UNDUE ADVANTAGE. 


The Santa Fe Must Comply with the Order 
of the Rate Committee. 

Report was made a short time ago by the 
Chief Inspector to the Joint Rate committee 
that the Atchison, Topeka and Santa F de- 
clines to adjust the charges of Eastern lines 
caused by corrections made by Inspectors, 
after delivery of the traffic to that company. 
It was explained that it is impossible with the 
present system for handling interchange 
traffic to make these changes in ail cases be- 
fore delivery to counecting lines, and it was 
also stiown that the Eastern lines frequently 
make corrections in Western lines’ charges 
after the expense bills of transfer slips reach 
them without raising objections. 

The committee decided that the attitude of 
the Santa Fé is calculated to obtain an undue 
advantage over its competitors who permit 
such corrections by char less than tariff 
rates and impairing the usefulness of the In- 
spection Bureau through a disregard of the 
agreement, and it was resolved that the Santa 
Fé be requested to comply with this suling, 
and if it faiis or declines to do so the commit- 
tee will request the Eastern lines to hold ship- 
ments for — to the Santa Fé until such 
time as proper inspection and corrections 
may be made. 


Gould’s New Road in Mexico. 

Ex Paso, Tex., July 12.—Jay Gould has 
shown his real intention in the matter of ‘the 
extension of the Texas and Pacific railway to 
the Pacific. His agents consummated a deal 
last Saturday at the City of Mexico with the 
Mexican Government whereby he has secured 
the concession of a railroad from (Ciudad 
Juarez (Paso del Norte), on the Mexican 
side, opposite this city, through the States of 
Chihuahua, Sonora, and Sinaloa to Mazatlan, 
the best port on the Mexican Pacific coast 
and thence to the City of Mexico. This will

It is my honest opin- 
ion that the West Chicago Street railway com- 
pany will earn 50 per cent net on its capital stock 
It is acknowledgea that the buying of 
the Philadelphians has been the chief factor in 
advancing the price of the stock. These Phila- 
delphia people have seen the effect on street rail- 
way earnings of an Exposition, and they havea 
far better conception of what 1t means than the 
average Chicago investor has.’ 

This is a type of the ultra-optimistic view. Itis 
a view that undoubtedly rests, in 4 measure, on 
good grounds. But the point that is most empha- 
sized is the point where it is the weakest. The 
idea that every additional passenger the company 
carries above its present quota will add five cents 
to the surplus fund which may be devoted to div- 
idends is certainly an erroneous one.

NARROW AND BATHER DEPRESSED, 


The Leading Markets Suffer from a Num- 
ber of Causes, 


Though there were some encouraging advices 
at the opening yesterday the effect was soon lost 
and all grains eased off. Provisions, on the con- 
trary, after an easy opening advanced and held 
quite steady to theclose. The signal service map 
showed some heavy showers over the Northwest, 
while it was clear and hot through the West and 
Southwest.

A report in New York that some corn was ar- 
riving out of condition unsettled the market to a 
considerable extent and was largely responsible 
for the break here. 

The Board of Directors has given the President 
authority to appoint a committee to receive funds 
for the sufferers through the great fire at St. 
Johns, N. F. The committee has not yet been 
selected. 

Baldwin-Farnum and Logan were the best sell- 
ers of pork and ribs at the opening, su — to 
bo for Armour.
